NEOFSSITY OF ORGANIZATION. 


(From the Mail.) 

Sr. Tuomas, Sept, 27.—The opening of 
the St. Toomas Liberal-Oonservatiye club 
rooms lant night was made the occasion of 
the delivery of sn important and interest. 
ing address on Ontario politics by Mr. W. 
R. Meredith, leader of the Opposition in 
the Local House. The hon. gentleman was 
warmly recelyed by the audience, and lus- 
tily cheered during his speech. Dr, Gustin, 
president of the club, occupied the chair, 


MR, MEREDITH'S SPEECH, 


Mr. MeRepDITH on coming forward was 
received with rounds of cheers. These 
having subsided, he said ;—Mr. Ohairman 
and gentlemen :—It affords me a yreat deal 
of pleasure to be bere to'night, and espe- 
cially to bo here on the occasion of the 
opening of the St, Thomas Liberal Oonser- 
vative Olub, Although, unfortunately, this 
constituency of East Elgin was not able at 
the last election to take its position in con 
tributing to the large majority secured by 
Sir Joho Macdonald, as did other constitu- 
encies, yet I am quite satistied it was not 
because the Conservatives or the oonstitu- 
ency were not hearty and warm in the cause 
(cheers)—and Iam glad to see that, not- 
withstanding the defeat you sustained at 
the polls, you havo at once got to work and 
determined that at the next election Esst 
Elgin shall give a different account, (Loud 
cheers.) No matter how good your causo 
may be and efficiont your leaders, unless 
there be organization and thorough work 
done among the electors, it is impossible 
that success can be achieved, especially in 
Ontario, where the result depends upon 4 
very few votes (cheers) —and it is therefore 
of the utmost importance, if Liberal Oon- 
servatives are resolved to sustain their 
principles, that there shall be thorough or- 
ganization, and that every member of the 
party should feel that upon his shoulders 
to some extent depends the existence and 
honor of the party. Itis therefore with 
especial pleasure that I see the party in 
East Elgin determined that its organization 
in future shall be complete, and that it will 
make amends for what has taken place in 
the past, and wrest this constituency from 
the enemy at the next election. (Oheers.)

of the right-thinking people of the country? 
That isa question which everyone who is 
considering whether he shall become a 
member of the different organizations we 
are establishing should ask himself before 
he casts in his lot with us. It seems to 
me anyone who has looked back at the 
history of this country,taking as a standing 
point the Oonfederation of the provinces, 
can have little doubt that the party which 
has the interests of the country most at 
heart and is most desirous to push forward 
Canada to the position ofa great country 
is the Liberal-Oonservatiye party. (Ohvers. ) 
Confederation was brought about owing 
to a union of the two parties ; but if it had 
been left to the Reform party to oarry into 
effect, Confederation would not have been 
what it is to-day. 1+ was the Conservative 
and certain members of the Liberal party 
who clung to the ship, determined to bring 
her safe to port. Who brought in Prince 
Edward Island and British Columbia, and 
added the great North-West, so that to- 
day the Dominion of Oanada coyers one- 
half of this continent? It was the Liberal- 
Conservative party, and it was that party 
which had felt that Oanada’s destiny was a 
great destiny, that this country was 4 
young giant, and that they should so deal 
with it, while Mr. Mackenzie and the Re- 
form party treated it as a puoy thing with- 
outafuture.

poople in a time of great and genoral pros- 
pority, without pressing unduly upon any 
industry or any section of the people what- 
ever.

Task you what would 
be the pradent course tor a man to adopt 
in the ordinary affaira of life? In hard 
times, whon tt was diffioult to get a dollar 
to jingle against another, economy and 
retrenchment were in order, but when 
everything is prospering and flourishing 
that is the time to go forward with publio 
improvements, and make up the leeway 
lost in hard times, (Renewed cheers.) 
Our opponents object to the surplus and 
the mannor in which it had been expended, 
including, of course, the expenditure for 
new buildings at St. Thomas. 
THE NATIONAL POICY IN TWO ASPECTS. 


There are two aspects in which the Na- 
tional Policy oan be viewed. One is the 
commercial aspect and the other is the na- 
tional aspect, if I may use the term. Much 
as the Nativnal Policy is entitled to credit 
for what it has done in promoting looal 
manufacturing industries, itis on the na- 
tional ground espocially that itis entitled 
to the support of all pstrivtic Osnadiaus, 
(Loud Oheors.) What was it that was folt 
to be the great want of this country? It 
was a market for the manufactures of the 
country and the developmant of new in- 
dustries. There were far seeing, good, 
loyal, and honest men who know that un- 
less some mvans were devised by which 
manufactures could be created in the Do- 
minion and a market provided for them, 
the day was not far distant when this coun- 
try must of necessity drift into annexation 
with the United States. Thon there was 
that territory to the north-west, that im- 
mense country, fertile as any land under 
the sun—a country containing broad acres 
sofficient to support millions of the surplus 
population of Europe. What greater am- 
bition could any statesman have than that 
he should have the moans of filling up that 
territory with loyal and honest Oanadians / 
It seems to me, therefore, that one of the 
principal grounds upon which we are on- 
titled to say that the National Policy and 
the railway policy of the Government 
should commend themselves to every pat- 
riotic Canadian, is thas by means of these 
policies it has been possible 
TO KEEP WITHIN THE LIMITS OF THE DoO- 

MINION THAT GREAT NORTH-WEST 


and to retain its trade for ourselves. No 
man who knows whereof he speaks will 
deny that unless this National Policy had 
been inaugurated it would have been im- 
possible for us to have held the markets of 
the North-West. Separated as they are 
from us by thousands of miles of inhospit- 
able territory, a close commarcial relation- 
ship between them and the United States 
would haveledtoa more iatimate union 
politically.

quarrel in their pews, The mie urew re 
volvers and began a bloody duel in tho 
midst of the ohuroh, tiring wildly and reok- 
loasly, regardless of consequences 

Che soone of exoitemont Wa* indesorib- 
able, and the people rushed to the doors 
ondeayoring to make their escape 45 rapidly 
as possible, The women and children 
shrieked, andin the molee to find the 
doors many poople were seriously bruisod. 
Tho duolista wore so thoroughly infuriated 
against each othor that they forgot every 
body but thomselyos, and continued to load 
and keep up tho fire tiorcely. The mystery 
is that more lives were not lost. Ons 
bullet passed through a lady's bonnet, but 
did not even causo a wound. In the midst 
of all this, when the entire congregation 
were 10 an uncontrolable atate of excitement 
the clergyman remained as coolly at his 
post as Nelaon at Trafalgar or Wolfe at 
Quoebeo, and continued to preach while the 
combatants continued to fire. Though 
his words were inaudible, he felt as if he 
were directing the artillery of Heaven 
against the sinful practises of men, and 
regarded their small arms aa beneath his 
notice, He looked from the pulpit with 
scorn upon their unnatural weapons of 
warfare, and was still unmoved, though 
soveral bullets passed over his head,and one 
tore through the cushion on which his 
Bible was placed. 

All attempts to separate the combatants 
proved fruitless, and they were eventually 
left a wide space, Bryson received a shot 
in the breast and fell mortally wounded in 
one of the pews, but he did not susoumb 
atonoe, Arousing all his dying energies, 
he raised himself on his elbow, and, taking 
desperate aim, fired another shot at his 
opponent, which took immediate effect in 
the heart. Both men fell dead almost 
simultaneously. 

Oox and Bryson were both young men. 
The direct quarrel between tho duellists 
grew out of a controversy about the owner- 
ship of a waggon which Oox oharged 
Bryson with sppropriating. There was an 
old foud, however,between their respective 
families which had been warmly nursed for 
over forty years. During the Seminole war 
the fathers of the duellists fought under 
General Coffee. They were messmates,| and 
strange tosay both loved thesamogirl. They 

uarrelled concerning her, and Bryson shot 
dox in the left shoulder in what was re- 
garded asa frontier duel. Bryson left the 
army, returned to his plantation and 
married the young woman who was the 
cause of the quarrel. Oox came back in 
due time, married and settled down, and 
never forgave Bryson for cheating him out 
of the woman he loved. As their families 
grew up they were taught to hate one an- 
other, 

About two years ago the mon who slew 
each otherin church quarrelleud about a 
woman,and were on the verge of a duel with 
rifles when the woman eloped with a minis- 
ter from an adjoining village, When Bry- 
son started for church on Sunday morning 
he left his home without his pistol, He 
proceeded for half a mile or such a matter 
and then went back for it. He had 
been practicing at a target for several 
weeks past, and on last Tuesday sent word 
to Oox by afriend that he proposed to shoot 
him at first sight. OUox likewise carried 
4 pistol to churoh, and when Bryson drew 
his weapop ho did likewise, Both men 
fired about the same time, and then a reg- 
ular fusilade was kept up until Bryson fell 
with a bullet through his lungs, Eye wit- 
nesses state that when he fell it was par- 
tially across a cushion, and that his pistol 
hand rested across ite back in the direction 
of Oox, He did not utter a word, but 
pressed the trigger in his death struggle. 
The weapon was a self cooking one, aud it 
exploded, its ball finding the heart of Uox. 
Justice Matthews held an inquest over the 
remains the following afternoon,

Subsequent to thoir departure, the final 
discomfiture of the Scottish host, ani the 
appearance of the field on the morning after 
the battle are desoribed with a truthfulness, 
a vigor, and 4 pathos, unequalled in vither 
ballad or heroic poetry. The Nemesis of 
retribution, however,does not end with the 
death of Marmion, —his bones are not to rest 
{a hallowed ground. A wounded straggler 
from the Scottish ranks drags his feeble 
frame to the foot of the croas and expires 
by Marmion’s side. The plunderers having 
atripped and disfigured the bodies, in the 
hurry of removal the corpse of the peasant 
is taken away and buried among the ances- 
tral tombs of the Baron, and the latter is 
interred where he died. The poem ends 
with the restoration of Do Wilton to his 
name, honors, and estates, «1d his happy 
union with the object of his long and faith- 
fullove. Although Marmion gives his 
name to the work, De Wilton is truly ‘‘the 
hero of the story.” 

Those who can discover in this magnifi- 
cent work of genius anything immoral, 
improper,or unfit to be placed in the hands 
of young persons of either sex, are rather 
to be pitied than admired in regard to the 
peculiar complexion ot their mental and 
moral faculties. It is in fact an exemplary 
and warning narrative of the sure retribu- 
tion which awaits the infringement of those 
laws which both religion and morality 
inculcate as the true safeguards of our 
individual and social welfare. In order 
that the proportion between crime and its 
punishment may be distinctly shown, and 
fairly estimated, it is necessary that the 
offence should be clearly indicated. In 
this, his master-work, the author has de- 
picted with a delicate yet firm hand the 
crime of the seducer and his victim, while 
he has described with harrowing and im- 
prossive minuteness the awful fate which 
overtakés the one,and the stern retribution 
whioh torminates,in a paroxysm of mingled 
bodily agony and mental remorse, the exiat- 
ence of the other in this world, with butlittle 
hope of forgiveness inthe world to come. 
In fine we are notacquainted withany work 
of fiction in which the grand lesson of the 
sure punishmentof vice andrewardof virtue 
is more distinctly, more emphatically, or 
more impressively inouloated and exempli- 
fied, than in the poem in question ; and 
yet it has been officially branded as;'‘ im- 
moral” and unfit to form an item in our 
scheme of public education !! 

As for the relation of King James and 
Lady Heron, which is incidentally introduc- 
ed in the description of the ScottishOourt,as 
an aid to its verisimilitude, and which has 
been adduced as a special example of the 
impropriety of the work, the poem hints at 
nothing more than a flirtation between the 
gallant monarch and the coquettish lady ; 
and even contemporary history, which was 
not wont to be reticent or delicate in such 
matters, attributes nothing more to those 
personages than is alleged in the poom,and 
the suggestion of anything beyond,or worse 
than that, has its rise golely in the prurient 
imaginings of Mr. Crooks and his organ- 
griaders, orin the vverstrained suacep- 
tibilities of the »minent prelate who claims 
to have dictated the action of the Minister 
in this matter, 

In conolusion we would submit for the 
careful consideration of ‘all whom it may 
concern,” Sir Walter's beautiful illuatration 
of that virtue which Saint Paul places as 
the first and highest of the Obristian at- 
tributes, Oharity, and of the divine apo- 
thegm, ‘‘Judge not,that ye be not judged,” 
and would ask them to extend tothe poet 
and his work the same benign and lenient 
verdict which he passes upon his most 
prominent character in the following beau- 
tifal lines ; 


When thou shalt tind the little hill, 

With ay heart commune, and bo still, 

If ever, in temptation strong, ' 
Thou left’st the right path for the wrong ; 
If every devious step, thus trod, 

Still led thee farther from the road ; 
Droad thou to speak presumptuous doom 
Op noble Marmijon’s lowly tomb ; 

But say, ‘‘ He died o gallant knight, 

With sword in hand, for England's right.”

THE MOWAT GABAL CHALLENGED 


Incompetency and Maladministra- 
tion Hxposed. 


THEIR GROGKED RECORD. REVIEWED. 
NECESSITY OF ORGANIZATION, 


(From ‘the Mail.) 


I am prepared to be heterodox enough to say 
that I recognize itas asound principle that 
the source of ail power iu a» civilized commu- 
pity in the people, and that the theory of pew 
er descending from the Crown, and being del- 
egated to the people, is not consistent with 
modern ideas or the democratic tendencies of 
the age, It seems to me that this should be 
especially so in a country where the »jvan- 
tages of education are ao great as in Canada, 
Yot itis ia this country that Mr. Mowat is 
taking away the rights ond liberties of the 
people. What has been the whole course of 
their procedure? It has been the oentralizs- 
tion in the little bureau in Toronto of the 
power and patronage of the country, for the 
purpose of building up their party. The 
rights of the people are Cae to-day than thoy 
were under Mr, Baldwin, I venture to hay 
that the people have not retrograded, but are 
more capable of self-goverament than they 
were ever Lefore. (Cheers,) The Opposition 
= Aes Government policy is not the true 
policy. The true policy is the extension of 
thé righta of the people to déal as far as prac- 
ticable with their own affairs, (Cheers.) Ono 
of the most important steps taken by the 
Government towards centralizati n has been 
in reference to the licensing system, There 
is no man who respecta'the sentiments of the 
temperaace p-ople more than I do, but I think 
that the man or party who would take advan- 
tage of thoir honest sentiments for the pur- 
pose of making!use of them for increasing their 
own power, is unworthy to hold any p of 
trust, There is no doubt that the drinking 
habits of the people are a great evil, and bring 
misery to many a home. The Government, in 
1875, took advantage of the general desire to 
mitigate this great evil for the purpose of 
strengthening themselves in power rather 
than to assist in repressiug the causes of in- 
temperence. They proposed to take to them- 


selves—and did do so—the power of appoint-’ 


ing the license boards, by which they took 
control of the whole liquor traffic, I take it 
that it is not in the interests of the country 
that the liquor traffic should be in the hands 
of any party. WhileI admit the evils of 
intemperance, I say that temperance men 
make a great mistake when they treat the 
licensed victualler, whose moans arelinvested 


in the business. aa an outoast, and one who 
has no rights that a civilized community are 
bound to respect. The position which the 
Opposition takes in regard to this matter is 
just this ; they say that the Governmient took 
control of this traflic for the purpose of advan- 
cing their party interests. Butif we come into 
power, as we shallat the next election, we 
shall not require ‘ady such unfair moans to 
aid us as ‘this, “{Chbers.) What we pro 
to do is to pive back to the municipalities 
the rights of which they have been deprived ; 
to give them control of the liquor traffic and 
the right to aay who shall receive license, and 
to whom shall be intrusted the powerof car- 
rying on the trade. In order to show you 
that wedo not maketoo stronga vharge 
against Mr, Mowat, let me oall your attention 
to the slow degrees by whioh the liquor traf- 
fio was got into its present position’ When 
Mr. Mowat proposed his measure he declared 
in the House that’ in the constitution of the 
license boards there should be no regard to 
politics, and that persons would be appointed 
irrespective of politics, and that he would not 
prostitute these license boards to political 
parposes, What has been the result during 
the five or six years which have elapsed? 
The Government did at first appoint about 
half a dozen Conservatives upon these boards, 
but they have been'gradually weeding them 
out since, and the whole of the license com- 
missioners and inspectors, are active political 
supporters and partisans of Mr. Mowat They 
say, ‘* Wedo not use this power for the pur- 
pose of oppressing the people or making party 
gains,and we administered the law impartially 
and fairly." The best answer to that is this : 
if the proceedings of the licensing boards were 
such as: could rithe light of day, why 
should: not at least one Conservative have 
been placed on’ each board, so that'he might 
be able to declare !that the business was done 
fairly and honestly, and without party bias?

as woll as tho large offices; but whon the bill 
was introduced it did not propose to interfore 
with the small country offices, only to place 
the offices of cities and towns under the con- 
trol of tho Governwnent. Tho pressure of 
thoir supporters in the House was, howevor 
so great that the Government took the 700 or 
800 offices, so that thoy might be used to pro- 
mote their own political interosts, (Choera.) 
You oan woll understand what the power of 
this army of Division Court clerks and bailiffs 
oan be, Thanks to the National Policy, the 
peop'e are not so hard pressed by those offi 
oors as they used to bo; bat hard times will 
come, no matter how good may be the 
Government, and then inflaense will be 
brought to bear to compel them to votein a 
certain way, whether their couscience may 
approve or not 
TIMBER LIMITA, 

Another matter regarding which the Oppo- 
sition seeks reform fs as to disposing of timber 
limits. These oonstitate the backbone of the 
provincial revenue. The prosont Liboral 
Government olaims to have the power without 
consulting the prople’s ropreseatstives to 
vlace on the market limits to any extent 
What wo say is that no timber territory 
should be placed under license without ocon- 
sulting the psople’s ropresentativos. This, I 
believe, wil! contend itself to the judgment of 
the cbuntry. (Cheers ) 

THE FRANOHISE LN OITIES, 


There is another point in regard to whioh 
Conservatives may think that we are a little 
shead of the times, We propose that there 
shall be an extension of the franchise, You 
will recollect that when a few yoars ago the 
franchise was given to the sons of farmers, 
the argument was advanced that the franchise 
had been given to young mén ‘iu cities and 
towns, and thatthe Aow had dalle! into exist. 
ence a large voting body. Auyone who has 
lived in cities and towns must know the ex- 
treme fallacy of that proposition, I would 
like to know how many young men in St. 
T’nomas, one of the industrial places of the 
Provinoe, in receipt of $40) a year inoome are 
entitled to the franchise, If your experience 
\be anything like that of the city of London, 
there is scarcely one of the industrial classes 
who votes by reason of his income Why is 
this? The only argument for the income 
franchise is that the $400 is a test of the in 
telligence of the recipient. It is not because 
he pays taxes, but because he receives an in- 
come which shows he has intelligence: suffi- 
cient to entitle him to exercise the 
franchise. The Government, howeyer, said 
that before he can exercise the, franohias he 
must pay to the municipality in which he 
resides taxes upon this amount, and he shall 
not cast his vote before he does so. I do not 
find fault with this provision when municipal 
affaira are to be dealt with, but in dealing 
with provincial matters, in regard to which 
the taxes have nothing todo, itis most unjast 
to say that a man must psy taxes in the 
muniolpality before he will be allowed to 
vote, In regard to the sons of farmers, they 
impose no such conditions as these. We say 
that. the sons of artisans, mechanics and 
manufacturers who live in cities:and towns 
should be placed upon the same footing as 
the farmera’ sons, and be entitled to the 
feanchise, (Ohoera.) I have no desire to dis- 
parage the intelligence of farmers’ sons, and I 
do them no discredit when I say ‘ha’ the 
young men in cities and towns are equally as 
intelligent as they are. What we propose to 
do if the people entrust ua with the adminis- 
tration is to give an intelligent body of young 
men a yoicein the affairs of the Province, 


PROVINCIAL FINANOES. 


I shall say nothing abaut the finances of the 
country further than to call attention to the 
fact that the ordinary expenditure of the pro- 
vinoe has almost doubled sincs these gentle- 
men came into power. 


UNFOUNDED CLAIMS BY REFORMERS. 


I shall say a word or two in regard to the 
olsims the Globe is making for the Reform 
party to the legislation prssed during the pact 
ten years. It claims that the Reform party 
passed the Controverted Election Act, by 
which the trial of election petitions was 
taken from the House and given to the 
judges, Now that measure was passed in 
i871 by Mr. Sandfield Macdonald, and was 
introduced bythatgentleman, It is also olaim- 
od that they had enacted that all tho elections 
take place on one day instoad of lasting over 
two or three weeks. This Act was also passed 
by Mr. Sandfield Macdonald in the very year 
in which he came into power, in 1867. Then 
they claim credit for the Mechanics’ Lien 
Law, and say the Govornment gave protection 
to the workingman. Well, the Aot, in the 
shape it now is, with the exception of one 
ameidmest, was the production of Mr. 
O'Donoghue, and not a measure introduced by 
the Government, (Cheers,) Another moas- 
ure for which they claim oredit is that which 
relieyed lodgers from liability to distress for 
rent due by the tenant, They say you -hould 
support Mr. Mowat because he removed this 
injustice. Tho fact is that the Act was intro. 
duved by Mr, Monck, the member for Carle- 
ton, one of my best supporters, (Cheers. ) 
They talk a good deal'about the Voters’ L ‘ts 
Aot, which they came to pass aftor the great. 
oat pressure put upon them by ivdividaal 
members of the House, Yuu remember the 
scandal created about the constituency of 
Liocoln when the Government decided for 
some insane reason that every vote could be 
sorutinized. Mr, Hodgins repeatedly preased 
upon the Govyornment the necessity of making 
these lists final, and it was not until the 
Government was defeated by two that they

They poiot to what they have done in regard 
to the payment of criminal witnesses. 1t was 
a most unjust thing that mon who gave evi- 
dence in the publio interest should be bound 
to attend oourt at their ownexpense But-it 
was not till tho Opposition had time and 
again condemned Mr. Mowat for not intro- 
ducing the measure that he passed it.

WHAT THE CONTINENT OF BUROPE 
ABOUT IT. 


THOUGHT 


La Paix, of Paris, which more than any 
other journal reflects the opinion of the Elysee, 
says: ‘Wo are most happy to congratulate 
our neighbors and friends on the ether side of 
the Channel on the success of their arms in 
Kgypt. The taking of Tel el-Kobir is a vio- 
tory of olvilization against barbarism, It is a 
victory gained ina just cause by « friendly 
nation, and one which reflects the groatost 
honor on ita army.’ It further observes that 
though had the Egyptian army been yanquish- 
od urn field it might perchance havo ral- 
lied, it is difficult to boliove that after being 
driven out of the entrenchments on which it 
had relied it can be othor than hopeloasly de 
moralized. 

The Liberte ways that England, in sesuming 
on»ber own responsibility, 's perilous task, lias 
rendered a service to all Earopo, whioh de- 
serves oternal gratitude. 

M . Paul do Oassagnac, writes in the Pays 
that ,the.Enelish victory may be cousidered 
decisiyo, He doos not belicve that Arabi oan 
reoover the terrible disaster, .He observes, to 
to the credit of the English army, that in this 
great campai,n their losses aro one-tenth lees 
thag those of the Fronoh in the first days of 
the war With Tunis He grieves that, what- 
éver diplomacy may resort to, England will 
romain substantially mistress of Egypt. His 
conolasion is a lamentation that the Rupublio 
cannot nee suffering this indignity, which ho 
infora the Empire would pot have done, 

Comm muting on the English victory, the 
Freie Presse, of Vienna, says that Eogland 
has give: a proof of its power whioh will not 
foil t» impress the Mohammedan world. The 
foolish belief of the Turks that England could 
not conquer the rebels withont them is now 
overcome, The appearance of the Tarks will, 
however, no doubt serve to pacify the country 
ey When once the dictator has beon 
subdued the population will no longer side 
with him) aad the fugitives will fly in a panic 
to the remotest parts of the country. 

The Reforme, in an article headed ** Well 
done, Englan |,’ laughs at the joarnalists who 
hailed Arabi as.a competent head of a nation- 
al party, and says he now stands confessed as 
a vulgar chief of insurgents, but certainly not 
of patriots, 

A Daily News correspondent writes :—The 
viotory at Tel-el Kebtr has given great satis- 
faction in Switzerland. The Journal de Ge- 
neve says that Sir Garnet Wolseley has given 
a true soldier's answer to his critios of a por- 
tion of the English and all the Continental 
press by his last master-stroke, He has jus- 
tified the confidence placed in him by, his Gov. 
ernment, and no one will dare again to reproach 
him with the slowness of his movements, or 
cast aspersion on his capacity for war, 

Just when the Spanish papers were specn- 
lating on the probable repu of the British 
army, and publishing systematically overy 
unfavorable item of inbelligenos from. Egypt, 
considerable surprise was, created by the news 
of General Wolseley’s sucoess, The Liberal 
and Democratic papers, though generally oon- 
spicuous for Anglophobla, then congratulated 
Mr, Gladstone’s Cabinet on their success, 
which’ they say will consolidate the prestige 
of the Liberal Government in England.

different views, It adds that E will 
learn, as Russia did in 1878, that the Enuro- 
pean concert only allows its members to play 
a single-banded game up to a certain point.

A Great Tren Pranrern lft may not 
be generally known (says Land) that the 
Duke of Atholo is one of the most exten- 
sive treo planters in the world. There are 
already vast weods and plantations in 
Athole snd Dunkeld, and 9, of course, 
they oxist for use as well os ornament, 
largo numbers of trees have to be planted 
annually to maintain the woods. Indeed, 
every year the Duke plants from 69,000 to 
a million trees. During this season a 
plantation covering 2,000 sores has been 
completed. It may be romombered that 
the Duke of Athole’s plantations were 
thinned of 80,000 trees by the gale which 
destroyed the Tay bridge. When the 
Planter Duke began operations on & large 
sosle in 1774 the Dunkeld hills were al-

“Well,” you say, “1 am willing to 
aokaoowledge that, but why should 1 take ths 
partioular rescuo that you propoié?” This is 
the reason: *' Exoaot s man be born azain ho 
cannot seo the kingdom of God.™ This is tho 
reason; ‘ Thoro is ono namo givon uador hoa- 
ven among moa whorsby they may be saved,” 
Then there aroa thoussnd voices hora roady 
to say; ‘Well, [am roady to acoopt this holp 
of the Gospol; I woul’ like to have this divino 
oure ; how shall I go to work?” Let mo aay 
that a mere whim, anu undefined longing, 
amounts to nothing You must have a stout, 
a tremondous résolution, like this young man 
of the toxt when ho saids‘'I will ariso and 
go to my father.” ‘Oh,’ says-some man; 
“you slon'¢ kaow whore L-have been; you 
doa’t kaow-how;far I -bayo wandered. You 
wouldh’t tall that way to mo if you know all 
the iniquitios IT have committ-.d” What is 
that fluttor among the angola of God? What 
is that borsemsn ruinidg with quick dispatch? 
It is wows, it is news! Obrist bas found the 
lost. 

Nor angels can their joy contain, 
But kindle with new fire, 
The sinnor lost is found, they sing, 
And strike the sounding lyre. 

When Napoleon talked of going into Italy, 
they said ‘‘ You oan’s get thers. If you kaew 
what the Alps wers. you woulln’s talk about 
itor thiak of it You can't got your amma: 
nition wagons over the Alpy”” Then Napoleon 
rose io his stirrups, and, waving his hand to- 
ward the mountains, ho ssid, ‘ There shall be 
no Alps!” That wonderfal piss was laid out 
which has been the wonderment of all the 
years since—the wonderment of all engincers. 
Aad you tell me there are such moantains of 
sin between your soul and God, there is no 
meroy. | Thgn I 4ee Christ waving His hands 
toward'the mountains J ‘hear Him say, “I 
will come over tha mountains of thy sin and 
the hills of thine iniquity.” Thore shall be 
no Pyrenees ; there shall bo no Alps. 

Again: I notios that this resolation of the 
youag man of the text was founded io sorrow 
at his misbohavior, It was not mere phyal- 
cal plight It was grief that he had so b 
treated his fathor. I} is a saithiog after a 
fathor has dono eyeryshing for a child to have 
that child be uogratefal. 


How sharper than a serpent’s tooth it is 
To have a thankless child. 


Thatis Shakespemc, ‘‘A foolish aon is 
the heaviness of his mother,” That is the 
Bible.’ Well, my'friends, have not some of 
us been cruel prodigals? Have we not mal- 
treated our Father? And such a Father. 
Three times a day has He fed thee. He has 

red sunlight into thy day andat night 

indled up all the street-lamps of heaven. 
With what varieties of approval He hath 
clothed thee for the seasons, Whose oye 
watches thee? Whose hand defends theo? 
Whose heart sympsthizes with thes? Who 
gave you your children?) Who is guarding 
your loved ones departed? Such a Father! 
So loving, so kind, If He had been a stran- 
ger ; if he had forsaken us; if He had flageli- 
ated us; if He had pounded us and barhell us 
out of doors on the commons, it woald not 
have been so wonderful—our treatment of 
Him ; but He is 4 Father, so loviog, so kind, 
and yet how many of us for our wanderings 
have never apologized. If wesay anything 
that hurts our friends’ feeling, if we do ant 
thing that hurts the feelings of those in 
whom we are interested, how quickly we 
apologizs, Wecan hardly wait uatil we 
get pen and paper to write a letter of apology. 

ow easy it is for anyone who ia intelligent, 
right-hearted, to write an apology, or make 
an apology: We apologize for wrongs done 
to our fellows, butsome of us perhaps have 
committed ten thousand times ten thousand 
wrongs against God and never apologized, 

I remark still further, that this resolution 
of the text was founded in a feeling of home- 
sickness, I do not know how long this 
young msn, how many months, how many 
yon he had been away from his father’s 

ouse, but there is somening about the read- 
ing of my toxt that makes me think he was 
homesick, Some of you kaow what. that 
feeling is Far away from home sometimes, 
surrounded by everything bright and pleas- 
sact —plenty of frionds—you have said: ‘'I 
would give the world to be home to-night,” 
—Well, this young man was homesick for his 
father’s house. Ihave no doubt when he 
thought of his father’s house, he said: 
‘Now, porhaps father may not be living.” 
We read nothing in this story—this parable 
founded on every day life—we read nothiog 
about the mother. It says nothing about 

oing home to her, I think she was doad, 

think she had died of a broken heart at his 
wanderings, or, perhaps, he had gone into 
dissipation, from the fact that he could not 
remember a loving and sympathetic mother. 
A man novor gets over having lost hiv’ moth 
er. Nothing said about hor, bul he is home: 
sick for his father’s house, He thought he 
would jastlike to goand walk arouod the 
old place, He thought he would jast like to 
go and soo if things were as they used to be. 
Many aman after havi been offa long 
whilo has gone home and knocked at the 
door and a stranger hasoome. Itis tho old 
homestead, but a stranger comes to tho door, 
He finds out father is gone, and mothor is 
gone, and brothers and sisters all gono. I 
thiok this young man of tho toxt said to him. 
solf, ‘‘Porheps father may be dead,” Still, 
ho starts.to find out. He is homesick. Are 
there any hore to-day homesick for God, 
homesiok for heaven ?; A ssilor, aftor having 
been long on tho sea, returned to hin father’s 
house, and his mothor tried to persuade him 
not to go away again, She «aid, “* Now, you 
had bottor stay at home, Don't go away, 
We don’t want you to go, You will havo it 
a groat doal botter here.” Bat it mado him 
angry. ‘Tho night bofore he wont away again 
to sea,he heard his mothor prayiog in the noxt 
room, and that made hini moro angry, Ho 
wont far outon the nes; 4nd a storm camo up 
and he was ordered to very perilous duty, 
and he ranup tho ratlines, and amid the 
shrouds of the ship he heard the voioe 
that he had hoeerd in the noxt room. He 
tried to whistlo it off, he tried to rally his 
courage ; but ho could not silence that voice he 


had heard in the next room, an’ thore in the 
storm and darkness bho said: ‘*O Lord! 
what a wrotch I have beon, what a wrotoh I 
am. Llolp mo just now, Lord God." And I 
thought in this assomblagoto-day thoro may bo 
somo who may havo the momory of a father's 
petition or a mothor’s prayer pressing mighti- 
ly upon the soul, and that this hour they 
may mako the aams resolution | tind in my 


text, saying,’ L will arise and go to my fathor.” 
A Ind at Liverpool went out to bathe ; wont 
out into the pou, went out too far, got boyond 
his depth and ho floated far away. A ship 
bound for Dablin came along and took him on 
board, Sallors aro peneraly very gonorous 
follows, and ono gave him a oap, and anothor 
gavo him a jacket and another gave him shoos, 


A gontleman passing aloug on tho beach at } camo down on 


Liverpool found the lat's olothes and took 
them home, and the father was heart broken, 
and tho mothor was heart-broken, at the 
lows of thoir child. Thoy had heard nothin 
from him day after day, and they aedenka 
the usual mourning for the sad event. But 
tho lad took] ship from Dablin and arrived in 
Liverpool the very day tho garmonts arrivod. 
He knooked at the door. Tho fathor wan over 
joyed and the mother was over joyed at tho 
tho roturn of their lost son, Oh, my frionds, 
have you waded out too deop? Have you 
wad down into sin? Have you waded 
from tho shore? Will you como back ? 
When you como baok will you come in the 
rage of your sin, or will you come robed in 
the Savior's righteousness? I bellovo tho 
latter, Go home to your God to-day, Ho is 
waitlog for you. Go home ! 

But I remark the oharactoriatio of this reso. 
lution was, is was immodiately put into exo. 
cution, Tho context says he ‘ho arose and 
camo to his fathor.” Tho trouble io nine 
hundred and ninety-nine times out of a 
thousand is that our resolutions amount to 
nothiog, bocause we mako them for somo dis- 
tanttime, If] resolve to beoome-a Chr 
tian to-morrow, that amounts to nothing at 
all. IfT resolve after I go home to-day to 
yield my heart to God, that amounts to no- 
thing at all. The only kind of resolution 
that emounts to anything is the rosolution 
that is immediately put into execution, There 
18 Aman who had tho typhoid fever, he anid ; 
*‘O! if L oould got over this terrible distress ; 
if this fover should depart; if I could be 
rostore| to health, I would all the rest of my 
life sorve G.d” The tevor departed. He 
got well enough tu wal around tho blook, 
He got well enough to go over to Now York 
and attond to business, Ho is we'!l to day— 
46 woll as he ever was Whore is the broken 
vow? There is a man who ssid long ago: 
“It I could live to the yoar 1882 by that time 
I will have my business matters all arranged, 
and 1 will havetime to attend to religion, 
and J will boa good, thorough, consecrated 
Christian, The year 1832 hascome Janu. 
ary, February, Maroh, April, May, June, 
Jaly, August, \September—threo-fourths of 
the year gone, Where is your broken vow ? 
“Oh,” says some man, ‘I'll attend to that 
when I got my character fixed up,, when I 
can get over my evil habits ; I am now given 
to strong drink ;”’ or, anys the man, “1 am 
given to unoloanness ;” or, aays the man, ‘‘1 
am given to dishonesty. When I got over 
my present habits, then I'll be a thorough 
Christina.” My brother, you will get worse 
and worse, until Christ takes you sin hand. 
“Not the righteous, sinners Jesus came to 
call,” Ob, but you say, “I agree with you in 
all that, but I must put it off a little longer.” 
Do you know there were many who oamo jast 
as uear as you are to the kingdom of God and 
never entered it? I was this summer at East- 
hampton and I went into the comoetery to look 
around, and in that cemetery there are tweélyo 
graves side by side—the graves of siilors. 
This crew, some years ago, in a ship went into 
the breakers at Amaganset, about three miles 
away. My brother, then prosching at Hast- 
hampton, had been at the burial. Thess men 
of the orew came very near being saved. The 
people from Amaganset saw the vessel, and 
they shot rockets, and they sent ropes from 
the shoro, and these poor follows got into the 
boat, and they pulled mightily for the shore, 
but just before they got to the shore the rops 
snapped, and the boat oapsized and they were 
lost} and their bodiés afterward washéd upon 
the beach. O! whats solomon day it was— 
I have been told of it by my brother—when 
those twelve men lay at the foot of the pulpit 
and he read over them the funeral service, 
Thoy came very near shore—within shoutiag 
distanoe of the shore—yet did not arrive on 
solid land, There are some men who come 
almost to the shore of God’s mercy, but not 
quite, not quite. To be only almost saved is 
to be lost. 


I will tell you of two prodigals—the one 
that got back and the other that did not get 
back. In Richmond, Va., there is a vory 
prosperous and beautiful home in many res- 
peots. A young man wandered off from that 
home, Ie wandered very tar into sin. They 
heard of him after, but he was always on the 
wrong track. He would not go home, At 
the doorof that beautiful home one night, 
thero was a great outory. The young man of 
the house ran down and opened the door to 
seo what was the matter. It was midnight, 
The rest of the family were asleep. Thero 
were the wife aud the children of this prodigal 
young man The fact was’he had come home 
and driven them out. He said, ‘ Out of this 
houss, Away with these children ; I will 
dash their brains out, Outinto the storm !” 
The mother gathered them up and fled, The 
next morning the brother, the young man 
who had stayel at homo, went out to find 
this prodigal brother and son, and he came 
where he was, and saw the young mano wan- 
dering up and down infront of the place 
where hoe had been staying,and the young man 
who had kept his integrity said to the older 
brother: “‘Here, what does all this mean? What 
is the matter with you? Why do you aot io 
this wey?” The prodigal lookod at him and 
said: ‘‘WhoamlI! Who do you taks me to 
be?” He sald: ‘You are my brother,” 
“No, I am not; I am a brute. Have you 
goon anything of my wife and obildren? Are 
they dead? I drove them out last night in 
the storm. I am a brate John, do you 
think there is any help for me? Do you 
think I will ever get over this life of dissipa: 
tion?” He said, ‘Joho, there is just one 
thing that will stop this.” The prodigal ra: 
his fingers across his throat and said: ‘‘That 
will stop it, and I'll stop it before night. Oh! 
my brain; I oan stand it no longer.’ That 
prodigal never got home. But] will tell you 
of a prodigal that did get home, In England 
two young men started from their father's 
house and wont dowa to Portamouth—I have 
been there—a beautiful seaport. Some of 
you have boon there, Tho father could not 
pursue his ohildren—for some reason he could 
not lesye homo—and so he wrote a lotter 
down to Mr, Griffio, saying : 

‘« Me, Griffia, I wish you would go and soe 
my two sons. They have arrived in Portu- 
mouth, and there they are going to take ship, 
and going away from home, I wish you 
would porsuade thom back.” 

Mr. Griffia went and tried to persuade 
them back, He persuaded one to go. Ho 
wont with very oasy persuasion, because ho 
was vory homesick already. The othor 
youog man said, *‘ I will not go. I have had 
enough of home, I'll never go home.” ** Well,” 
soid Mr. Griffin, ‘“‘ thon, if hee won't go 
home, I'll get you a rospeotable position on 
a respectable abip.”” ‘* No you_ won't,” sald 
tho prodigal; ‘‘ no you won't, Iam going os 
a private sailor ; aa 6 common sailor; that will 
plaguo my father moat, and what will do most 
to tantalize and worry bim will pleaso mo 
bost.”” Yoars passod on, and Mr, Griffia was 
seated in his study one day when a messenger 
camo to him saying there was a young man 
in irons on a ship at the dook —« young man 
condemned to death—who wished to see this 
clergyman, Mr, Griffin went down to the 
dock and went on shipboard, The young man 
saidto him; ‘* You don’t know mo, do 

on?” = ' No,” ho sald, ''I don't know you,” 
** Why, don't you remombor that young man 
you tried to porsuade to go homeand he 
wouldn't go?” ‘O! yes,” eaid Mr, Griffio 
‘are you that man ?  Yosu, I am that 
man,” said tho other, ‘‘ I would like to have 
you pray for moe, I have committed murder, 
and I must die; but I don’t want to go out of 
this world until come one prays forme, You 
aro my fathor’s friend, and I would like to 
have you pray for mo.” Mr, Griffia went 
from judicial authority to judigial authority to 
got that young tan’s pardon. Ho slopt not 
night nor day. He went from inflaontial 
person to influential person, until in some 
way ho got that young man’s pardon, He

roll. In one case he was told to 
place! a. ertain péerson’s\/name on the 
roll’ and” positively refused to do 10, 
although the deed of the property was 
shown him ; giving as a reason that by 
20 doings yote would be made, which it is 
to say would be Conseryative, In 
another case he swore thatthe person as- 
pen > him both before and after 
to assess him as part owner of a 
farm, when a letter was handed to the judge 
from the person sasesséd disclaiming any 
ownership of the property. Other owners 
of property wished their tenants Assessed, 
which he refused te do, notwithstanding his 
oath to asseas the township impartially.

AGED HUSBAND DIES -UDDENLY IMMEDI«

KARLY LIFE —NINE YEARS A PRISONER IN

A very touching incident occurred on Mons 
day. Afiera lengthened illovss, ending io 
astrio fever, Mra, Joseph Fox died at her 
husband's residenor, 0, 77 Marlborough 
atroot, Hochelaga, at the age of 79 years, and 
was buried on Monday afternoon in Mount 
Royal Cemetery. On Tucsday the friends of 
the deceased were very much surprised and 
pained by the information that her husband 
osoph Fox had also died that morning atpine 
o'clock, Shortly after partaking of breakfast 
he Jay down to rest, and in a few coments 
breathed his last, For several years ho -had 
beon failing in body and mind, and the shock 
oovasioned by his vife’s death doubtless 
hastened his end, 

Mr, Fox was bornin Portemouth, Eng., «n 
the 2lst of January 1793,ond was consequent: 
in the 59th year of hisage whenhedied, The 
first part of his life was eventfal, as at the age 
of 12 be went to sea ona trialvoyege with a 
friend of his father’s, but was shortly taken 
prisoner in the Bay of Biscay off the cosst ot 
Spain and taken to France, where he spent 
nine years travelling from one prison station to 
another, thos acquiring a knowledge of nearly 
the whole interior of France, and s thorough 
knowledge of the language, feelings, and habits 
of the French. He used often to speak of the 

ple in the highest terms end always remem- 
bared gratefully the many acts of kindness 
which he, as a mere child, received at the 
hands of the French peasants, particularly tne 
women, When Napoleon was sent to Elba, 
Fox, with the rest of the English prisoners in 
Franoe, was released, andon returning home 
receivedan appointment in the storekeeper 
general's department and was sent out to 
Canada, being transferred after atime to the 
Commissariat departmest After aservice of 
forty-five yosra he retired from the service 
with a very handsome allowance, Not many 
of his old friends are now living, yes many of 
his younger acquaintances will remember him, 
particularly in Qaebec, Montreal and Kings- 
ton, in which places he had spent most of fis 
life, He was twice married and by his first 
wife had four sons, only the eldest of whom 
survives, Mr, Jos Fox, of Belleville, Ont, 
Mr. and Mrs, Fox were both zealous mem- 
bera of the Methodist Church, Mr, Fox hav- 
ing been so for 60 years. Ho was for many 
years an office holder. Many will remember 
him in Qasbeo as Sabbath School teacher and 
superiotendent and also as o class leader, 
All who knew him regarded him as ao trae 
gentlemanand adeyoted Christian, So passed 
away two old land marks.

THE ATROCIOUS ORUELTY OF IT, WITH DETAILS 
OF THE RECENT CASK IN EGYPT, 


Recently the war ocorre)pondentsa of tho 
Daily Telegraph and tho Morning Advertiser, 
of London, called attention to some of the 
barbaritics practiood in the namo of justice by 
England's Egyptian allios, the native authori- 
ties who remained supporters of the Khedive. 
The Daily Telegraph correspondent stated 
that certain prisonera handed over by tho 
English to the Khedivian authoritiew had been 
tortured with the thumb-screw. This was at 
firatdeniei. Oa inquiry it turned out to be 
true, The British authorities made oom: 
munications to the Khedive oh tho subject, 
end orders wero given that tortare (quite 
common in Ezypt, it seems) was no longer to 
be reeorted to Sinve then, howover, it has 
transpired that the Egyptian authorities for 
certain crimos inflict upon the condemned a 
puvishment called ‘‘keelhauling.” The ox- 
posure of this barbarity by the English press 
has lod to am suggestion by the Engilsh 
authorities for its abolition, and the Khedive 
has issued an ordor to put an end to the prao- 
tice in future, For untamed and disgusting 
cay “keelhauling” is about the most 
horrible punishment that the depraved mind 
of man could invent. It is described as 
follows by the special correspondent of the 
London Morning Advertiser, who was au eye 
witness of a scene, which offers a ghastly il- 
lustration of the kin lof people ths Eaglish 
were fighting for and against : 

“* Yesterday I tried to write a description 
of a most horrible sight. It was so revoltia 
ly cruel, 80 barbarous, so infamously brata. 
that I gave itup, Still, itis right that the 
people of England should know what sort of 
people even the friendly Egyptians are, and 
therefore this story of how two men were keel- 
hauled from on board the Mehemet Ali; aman 
of war of the native soryice, I had beard ac- 
cidentally that the punis'ment was to be in- 
flicted upon two sailors—ono a firoman from 
the Khedive's yacht, the othera sailor. Their 
offence was one of those uansmable crim s, 
whioh, by the way, do not take place us crimes 
in most Ottoman countries) Anchored just 
noar the Mehemel Ali was the Sumatra, an 
Italian mail ship, on board which I had heen 
& passenger a month or 60 ayo, and from her 
maintop one could look down on the Mehemet 
Ali and see both silos of her, as well as her 
decks, Just before noon the mon were brought 
on deck pinioned with their arms behind their 
backs, their hands before them, and ankle 
irons confining their fess #o that ‘they dould 
barely walk: Tho crew of ‘ths ship had bden 
called on deck, Tho officers stood on the 
etarboard side, the crew on the port, the vio- 
tims atthe maiomast. ‘he officera were in 
the flaunting dress of théir s*rvice, the men 
wore their outldsses, An officer read the 
findings—at least that was what we supposed 
they wero—of the court-martial. This was a 
long and protracted ceremony. Whea he had 
done, some seamen went aloft, and made fast 
to the mainstay near the mast, two blocks, 
From these they rove two stout lines in differ- 
ent directions. These were carried over the 
side of the ship, and weighted with a souad- 
ing lead about 40 feet from the end. Then the 
lines were carried around the stern of the 
abip and brought forward, tho leads sinking 
them under the keel. After that they were 
hauled on board, the leads detached, the 
two men were tied side by side, and both 
ropes mado fast tothem, one rope, being 
tied to the waist of one, and the other rope 
around the shoulders of the other The 
arrangement of the tackles was to drag the 
men under the ship from either side by 
hauling on the fall oc runoing the end of the 
ropethat fell from the leading blovke on the 
mainstay. These ropes, to enable the hauling 
parties to ‘walk away,’ were led through oa 
snatch-block onthe deck, The crew were 
then divided, half of them put to each rope, 
and the two wretches, being led to the aide, 
were shoved overboard, They both’ screanied, 
as they fell into the water,and as the distance 
from the gangway to the surface was quite 
14 feet, they must haye boen more or less 
hurt, 

“but this was only a beginning of their 
miseries, The men on one side hauled that 
rope underneath the ship, aud then the order 
to ‘walk away’ was given, Tho band played 
a sulemn tune, something like the ‘ Carnival 
of Venice’ in movement, except the tune was 
changed, and stamp, stamp, stamp went the 
men, We saw the two wretches go under, 
and then the only movement was the ropes 
going through their blocks, one sidé paying 
out, the other coming in, but slowly: © 
had no measurement of the ship, but'as the 
rope acted directly—that is, there were no 
moving blocks—the distanée around the bot- 
tom was exactly that covered by the men as 
they walketl the deck drawing the rope be- 
hind them. Thus we were able to make some 
estimate of tho distance, and we calculate4 
it at 50 feet from surface to surface. Pcesent- 
ly the two victims appeared on the other 
sides They were hauled quito out of the 
water, andthe rope by whioh they wore 
hoisted was made fast andiooiled up ready 
to pay out again. An offioer—probably a 
doctor —went down and examined thou, 
The one upon whom the strain of the rdpo 
had fallen was apparently lifeloss His 
face was turded toward us; it was bleeding 
and torn ; his clothes were hanging in shreda, 
and his hands were dripping with blood. Hie 
eyes were open, but they seemed to be filled 
with blood. The ship's bottom, covéred with 
barnacles, rasped upon the poor doeyils like 
nails. The other man seemed to be conscious, 
His back, as ho hung in tho air, was towards 
us, bat he moved his head, we thought, and 
apparently to beg for rine Eyidently the 
officer réported them atill alive, for whon he 
had come on dock again the two men wore 
lowered into the water, and the crew mann- 
ing the rope that led up from the other sido 
marched away withit, and once moro tho 
victims disappeared. From tho time thoy 
wont undor the surfaod of tho water until they 
reappoared at the other side of tho ship was 
jast 24 seconds, It seomed to us to havo 
beon anhour, The first frightfal jouracy 
had torminated by their boing soratobed ant 
torn; at the end of the second they wore 
mutilated. Toe nose of one wretoh was torn 
almost away, one oar was. gone, and tho 
shreds of the clothing hv had worn clung to 
hin ouly whore they wore held by his bonda 
He was blood literally from head to foot, His 
compaulon’s condition was equally horrible. 
hig time they Were hoisted upto thy rail 
and swuog on board. Thon we could seo 
something of the actlon of this barbarous 
punishment, for they were not held off tho 
side, but were scraped ap along tho ship, 
atrikiog agalnet the ringbolts, the chains, and 
every cruol obstruction until they were awang 
in froo over the deck, Thon thoy wore lowor 
od down and roleased, Thoy were both ua 


conscious, probably ovon thon doad. It may 
bo hoped they were, Donath must have boon 
a woloome release. An inquiry as to tho 


facta made on board the ship olloited the ra- 
ply that it was not» mattor of publio oon- 
cern, Novertholess we were offered oolloo 
and cigarottos, It ts noodleas to aay that wo 
did not accept oither, For jmy part I should

First as tothe amount appropriated for 
the use of the Province. Under the act ot 
1868-9, the first after confederation, the 
amount payable on each license to the 
Government was, in cities; Taverns, $20, 
shops, $12, and saloons $25; in towns; 
Taverns, $17, shops $12, and saloons $26, 
and in townships and villages ; Taverns $10, 
and shops $12, In 1874 Mr. Mowat, as 
near asmay be, increased these duties 

fifty per cent. which of course increased 
the provincial revenue derived therefrom, 
and with which we observe comparisons are 
now being made by those who are anxious 
to defend the Mowat Government from the 
charge of having increased their own share 
under the Orooks Act. Under the Orooks 
Act, however, a fixed amount payable to 
Government has been done away with, and 
the minimum amount payable for a license 
; with the fines imposed and collected from 
; those who -break the law, is formed into a 
license fund for each municipality which, 
after deducting thereout the Inspector's sal- 
ary and other expenses, is divided between 
the Province and the municipality in the 
proportion of two-thirds to the last and one- 
_ third to the firat—a course of proceeding 
which, while it leaves less for the municl- 
pality and the Province than Mr. Mowat’s 
previous Act, gives remunerative employ- 
ment to eighty-six political friends through- 
out the Province who can be relied upon to 
sustain, by all the means at their command, 
the hand that is feeding them. As com- 
pared, however, with the fees chargeable 
under the Act of 1869, the present Act does 
Sppropriate for Provincial purposes a much 
larger sum than was deemed necessary 
under the ecenomical government of Mr. 
Sandfield Macdonald. 

The Review then compares the financial 

result in the Oounty of Peterborough 
4 under the Orooks Act and as it would have 
been under the old License Act, the result 
of which is as follows : 
Cost of Political Management 1048 59 

We also find, adds our contemporary, 
that the average division of these license 
funds for the whole Proyince is, as near as 
may be, fifty par cent. tothe municipali- 
ties, twenty-five per cent. to the Province, 
and twenty-five per cent. for expenses, In 
no instance does the municipality receive 
as much as sixty per cent., while in the 
little constituencies of Stormont and 
Cornwall, both of which combined are 
only about the size of West Peterborough, 
owing tothe political necessities of the 
aituation, moro than fifty per cent. of the 
whole amount collected is swallowed up in 
expenses,loes than one-half of the statutory 
license fund only being ayaileble for divi. 
sion between these municipalities and the 
Provinces.

* At longth I got a» letter from my father, 
telling mé of hor sorious ilinoss, and then 
avothor saying he had heard tho doctors 
had ordered hor to winter in Italy. Bo- 
woon these letters | had ono from Mrs, 
Olark, mentioning that Lucy had been 
ordored to leave England for a time, and

hibition. 

If by ‘‘tatr” weathor Old Probabilitios 
woant woathor favorable for the holdiog of 
fairs, he could not have predicted more suo- 
cessfully than if he had forecasted such wea- 
ther for the days on which tho agricultural 
exhibitions of the throe ridiogs of Hastings 
were held. The woather of last Tuvsday, 
when the annual exhibition of the North 
wort Agricultural Soclety was heli, was 
ospeoially fino, the air being sharp and brac- 
iag-—produotive of roxy chooks on the part of 
the country girls who wero present in great 
numbors, and of gay-good humor on the part 
of everyone, Tho sun shoné throughout the 
day, and warmed tho air, which would have 
beon uncomfortably cold without his boama, 
Garner's Cornors was, as usual, the place 
whore the oxhibition was held, and seldom 
has Mr, Garner's wayside inn seen such a 
stirriog, animated scene as was to be seen 
there throughout Tuesday. The fences with- 
in many rods of tho hotel, in every dircction, 
were lined with farmors’ horses and waggons, 
accommodation in tho hotel yards and stables 
being out of tho question after 8 o'clock a. m. 
Neither could the hotel accommodate all its 
guests, though peneanprthy efforts were 
made, and many hungry visitors were fain to 
Ko ompty uatil they returned homo ; others, 
(though few, we are glad to say) compensated 
themsolves for their ompty stomachs by got- 
ting *‘ full” in another sense, 

The exhibition may be pronounced a decid- 
edly successful one. The oxhibitsin every 
department were excellent, acd the careful 
way in which they were sont in and arranged 
showed that the farmers of the district take a 
pardonable pride in the prodacta of their 
labor and skill, It isonly tobe regretted 
that the N. H. A Society have not better 
and ampler accommodation for their annual 
exhibition, 

HORSES AND CATTLE 


There was both » large and tine display in 
theso classes, A number of ¢xcellent horses 
were on exhibition, though the display oould 
boast of no thorough-breds. Thore were two 
splendid stallions, ‘Thunder’ and ‘‘Nether- 
by,” owned by John Wilson and D, MoMar- 
ray respectively ; besides a large number of 
well-built mares and onlts, draught horses and 
roadsters, The norse show may be pro- 
nounced very creditable, The show of cattle 
was, if pursing, even better than that of 
horses, Mr. W, H. Chapman, of Huntingdon, 
showed a yearling bull, a cow and calf, all 
Durhams, besides fifteen or sixteen fine grade 
oattle. Geo. Taylor, of Rawdon, showed 
several excellent Ayrshires, and James Hag. 
gerty exhibited a bull and milch cow of the 
same breed—both fine avimals. A Durham 
bull, aged, was shown by Jas. Foster, of 
Huntingdon, it was the only one of its olass 
onthe grounds, The show of blood cattle 
was not so interesting us that of graded stock, 
the latter display being very large, and some 
of the animals exceedingly fine spevimons of 
ordinary cattle, 


SHEEP AND SWINE 


North Hastivugs carries off the palm fom 
ite sister ridings io this class, especially in 
sheep. The specimens of Leicesters shown 
by Mr. W. Kingston, Mr. E. Marsh, Mr. 
Morton and one or two others were worth 
going a long distance to seo, and the Cots- 
wolds of Messrs, Geo. Taylor, T. Hume and 
P. Fargy were very little b»hind. Indeod, we 
doubt whether better Leice+ters could be 
tound in the vouutry than wore showa by the 
Messrs. Kingston, ! And thu’ sheep exhibited 
were not only superior ia quslity, but were 
very large. he swine show was smaller, 
and does not call for special mention. 

ROOTS AND FARM PRODUCE 

Potatocs, cerrots, turnips, , beet, mangels, 
pumpkins, &c.,'wote to ba sen in’ many varie- 
tiev, and competent judges pronounced the 
root show the best which has yet been sean, 
One very interesting feature! of this colledtion 
was the show of sugar-beets, which was quite 
extensive, aud the individual specimens were 
also of good size, showing that this variety of 
beet can thrive in this county, The exhibits 
of eeeds and grain were very little, if at all, 
behind the root and vegetable display. Some 
of the specimens of wheat, barley, oats ant 
peas, even Manitoba farmers would not hayo 
reason to be ashamed of, 


FARMING IMPLEM@NTS AND CARRIAGES, 


There were quite a number of exhibits of 
farming implements. Ploughs, harrows, wheel 
rakes, cultivators, mowers snd other labor- 
lightening machines were to bo seen in pro- 
fusion. All had been worked on the farms of 
their respective owonors, but all wore in good 
repair. The carriage and waggon exhibit was 
small, but the few vehicles on view were wor- 
thy of admiration. 

POULTRY. 


The display in this class was limited, but 
choice, and several really aristocratic birds 
were to be seen confined in coops which wore 
decidedly plebeian. 

LADIES’ WORK, &¢ 

There was the usual large display of work 
from the niwble and artistic fingers of ladies. 
Several fino sofa cushions were shown, both 
in raised work an! Berlin wool work, The 
specimens of embroidery and braiding were 
numerous, and included several beautiful and 
delicately wrought patterns, About half a 
dozen mottoes,, &o., worked with wool in 
oard-board and canvas, were worthy of atten- 
tion. Orochet work, fine knitting and fine 
lacowork abounded, aud would have dono 
crodit to any exhibition, whother rural or clyio 
The collection of falloloths, home made flan- 
nols, quilts, rag carpeting, blankets, &», was 
even larger than the large exhibit of last year, 
and quite equal to it in quality, Perhaps the 
most attractive foature in this department was 
the collection of imitation flowers made of 
wool and feathors, and of wreaths --some del- 
foately woven of bair, 40d othera made of 
many kinds of seeds and berrios, The feather 
flowers were particularly fine, the imitations 
in several oases boing quite porfoct, 

¥RUITA AND VEGETABLES 

In thie class there was a limited display, but 
it was vory creditable in respect to quality. 
‘The fall and winter apples shown wero with 
out exception the finest specimens of that 
fruit, and the few olustera of grapes to bo 
soon mado one’s mouth water, The tomato 
show was unusually large, and all the spool- 
mens were choice representatives of the dif- 
forent varictios, There were seyoral baskots 
of tempting lookiog pears, and close ta thom 
waa a oolloction of more prossic oauliflowers, 


DAIRY PRODUCE, &o, 


Strange to say, thore was no cheese to be 
soon, but its absence was made up by the 
unusually largo and fine exhibit of butter, 
Tho display was so uniformly exoollont that 
tho judges found it exceedingly difficult to 
judge as to the morits of the many lots whioh 
they had to test, Ono of tho judges declared 
it tho bost collection of butter he ever saw at 
afair, Swoota were ropresonted by honey 
and maple sugar, and the roprosontation of 


both thoso producta was quite oxtonsivo, 
Somo of tho honoy was #0 cloar, olean and 
delicious that it was dificult to restrain one's 
solf from dipping into it on tho aly. 

All the arrangements of the exhibition were 
well carridd ont, and self little if any dis- 
satisfaction was oxprosecd cithor by exhibitore 
or visitors. Tho officers of the Sooloty were 
most courteous and at the samo timo firm and

(From the Utica Herald.) 

In spite of the dullness of cable reporte, 
cheese made a handsome advance last week 
and at the close was strong all around. The 
fact that freights advanced about 15s,, and 
that room was scarce even then, caused 
shippers to act with caution, and reduced the 
volume of exports, But the home trade was 
larger and better, and, as that continues to 
absorb the stock, our makers are less depend- 
ent on the foreign trade. Two facts aro 
evident : the stock for carrying through the 
winter is now in mrket, and those who hayea 
winter trade must lay {n goods or be obliged 
to pay more for them ata later date : while, 
secondly,the feed has become reduced to very 
eli proportions, almost all dairymen sup- 
plementing extra rations even now, and it is 
believed that the make will stop and factories 
close éalier than usual this fall. Under these

Oannon brought his wife 
here, but Patty tired of her husband in 
time, and after accomplishing his death as 
narrated, she entered upon a career of crime 
unequalled in its shocking barbarity and 
bloodthiratiness, She moved to Johnson's 
cross road and opened a hotel, which she 
made a headquarters for slave dealers who 
passed through the lower country of Dola- 
ware. At this hotel she, with her associates, 
MOEDERED AND ROBBED 
the wealthy slave cealers who there sought 
odging, 

Some time after moving to the croas- 
roads she fitted out a slave boat which plied 
betwoen Philadelphia and a point on the 
Delaware Bay convenient to her head- 
quarcers. Her aslave trade was not of a 
kind then sanctioned by law. She adopted 
a cheaper method of obtaining a supply of 
slaves than that of psying cash for them. 
Patty kidnapped them. Her plans for 
capturingthe Philadelghia negroes were 
well Inid and generally sucoussful. She 
employed an intelligent colored man named 
Ransom, and supplied him with the money 
necessary to accomplish his purpose. Ran- 
som’s headquarters were on theslaver, and 
his dark deeds were done under cover of 
the night. The plan was to make himself 
agreeable to persons of hisown color. He 
treated them frequently to drinks, and got 
into their good graces in various other ways 
known to one s0 well skilled in the arts of 
deception. 

When he had seoured the confidence of 
his viotims he had little trouble in persuad- 
ing them to accompany him to the boat 
that lay at anchorin the Delaware. But 
as soonjas they were; got on board the 
hatches were closed upon them, and 


THEY WERE PUT IN OHAINS, 


Sometimes five or six would be captured 
in this way in a'single night, and then the 
boat would weigh anchor and eail down the 
river a short distanos, only to return and 
repeat the orime, until a sufficient number 
of negroes were captured to fill the hold. 
Then they were shipped to a point down 
the bay, from'thenoe by way of Johnson's 
cross roads to the Ohesapeake Bay, . and 
from there shipped to the South. Patty 
also had in her employ an old negress, who 
kept'in the lower part of the city an in- 
famous house, which was the favorite 
resort for colored people of both sexes, and 
thither Ransom would often go for reoruits, 

Neither Patty nor her accomplices seem- 
64 to posses tho least spark of human feel- 
ine. If, after a lot of negroes had been 
kidnapped, it was found that any of them 
wire old or inhrm, and not worth the ex- 
pense of transportation, they were thrown 
overboard and drowned. Or, if any of the 
fomales had children who were trovble- 
some, or whose ories were likely to expose 
her, Patty would despatch them by; boat: 
ing them on the head with the loaded end 
ofa rattan cane. The child of one of 
these captives! was subject to fits, and one 
time, when suffering from this affliction, 
ita oriea so onraged Patty that she sprang 
at it and beatitin o shocking manner, 
This, of course, did not soothe the child, 
and it continued its cries, wheroupon Patty 
took it up and

until it was scorched to a oinder. Sho 
threw its corpse into a oave in tho oellar, 
whero other skeletons were found after her 
death. 

Patty possessed remarkable atrength,and 
many stories are told of the way in which 
she used it to kidnap negroes in her own 
nolghborhood, She is said to have boon 
able to overpower and oarry off large oolor- 
ed men by more phyaloal foroo, and she 
was moro than a terror to the neighborhood 
in which she lived, Hor firat white viotim 
aftor hor husband was a gentloman travol- 
ling from Norfolk, Va., to New York, and 
ho was despatched at her hotel in the 
following mannor :—Whon meal-timo osmo 
sho seated him at tho tablo with his back 
opposite an open window, through which 
he was shot by ono of her accomplices. 

ALL OF PATTY'S MURDBRS

In spite of the recent discovery and 
punishment of a Post Office clerk fur rob- 
bing the mails, another robbery has just 
been brought to light in which the thofts 
have been carried on fora considerable 
time and with complete success, The cir- 
cumstances of the case are aggravated by 
the fact that the thief is an old and trusted 
employee of the department, and belongs to 
one of the most respectable French families 
in town. 

A short time ago the Post oftice author- 
ities became aware that a large number of 
unregistered letters had miscarried in some 
way and numerous complaints were sent in 
by parties to whom those letters should 
haye been delivered, Last week the Post 
master General communicated with the 
authorities at Ottawa concerning the mat- 
ter, and Mr, Sweetnam, the Inspector of 
Post-oftices, with his assistant, Mr. G. A. 
Bernham, was sent to Montreal with 
instructions to take what measures they 
deemed advisable for the discovery of the 


thief. Mr. Sweetnam, assisted by Mr, 
King, at once set about sifting 
the matter and by means of a 


deooy letter and marked bills and coin 
succeeded in tracing the depredations 
to one of the fourth olass clerks, Pierre D. 
Rottot by name, who has been employed 
in the Post Office for twelve years, and has 
always been looked upon as one of the 
steadiest and most reliable olerks in the 
department, He was arrested about ten 
o'clock this morning and on being searched 
proofs of his guilt were at once discovered 
in the shape of $11.25 in marked bills and 
coin, and a letter addressed to Rolland & 
Brothers, St. Paul street, which were 
found in one of the prisoner’s pockets. 
Immediately after the arrest of the prisoner 
Mr. King and High Oonstable Bissonnette 
armed with the necessary warrants went to 
the house of Rottot, 130 Dubord street, 
when additional proofs of his guilt were 
forthcoming. In the prisoner’s room was 
found a cash box, in which was a large

The culprit, who seems to feel his position 
most keenly, is a young man about 30 
years of age, and is most respectably con- 
nected, being the brother of Dr. J. P. 
Rottot, one of the best known French 
physicians of Montreal, 

The authorities are determined to push 
the matter through as speedily as possible 
and this afternoon the preliminary exami- 
nation of the witnessesin the case was 
commenced before Police Magistrate Des- 
noyers.

Imitation Ohecese—A Day Amo 
the Creameries. sd 


In concluding his letters on this subject 
to the Country Gentleman Prof. Willard 
says: In making imitation cheese,the arti- 
ficial cream is produced by passing oil and 
skimmed milk through the Cooley machine 
in proportion of two parts of the milk to 
one of the oil, at « temperature of 130° 
Fahr. Tho skimmed milk is then heated to 
94° in the vat, and the buttermilk added, 
and immediately after the artiticial cream 
is added, and the mass thoroughly atirred 
so a8 to bo well mixed together. The 
mass is then brought to a temporaturo of 
90°, and sot with rennet, a sotliciont quan- 
tity being used to coagulate the whole in 
from7to8 minutes. In about 15 to 20 
minutes it is out with the horizontal knife, 
and immediately after with tho porpen- 
dicular knives, using or going over with 
the latter three times, 60 as to out up the 
muss fine. It is left to stand from 4 to fof 
an hour, when heat is applied to the mass, 
and the curds are stirred, Atthe Newport 
factory, Wise's self agitating cheese vat is 
in use, and the curds are therefore stirrod 
by machinery. The heat is raised to from 
96° to 98°, the stirring and heating ocoupy- 
ing about half an hour, The time of heating 
however, depends upon the condition of the 
curds, and may sometimes be prolonged 
from 15 to 20 minutes beyond the time 
first mentioned, In the second scalding 
the heat is raised to 100°. Then the 
mass is left at rest or stirred only occasion- 
ally, until: the whey begins to change or 
take on a slight acidity, when the whey is 
all drawn and tho acid allowed to develop 
in the curds, The acid having been prop- 
erly developed, the curds are salted at the 
rate of 2} pounds salt to 1,000 pounds of 
the original milk, The onrds go to press at 
« temperature of abeut 85°, The Newport 
factory 14 fitted up with every convenience 
for making both butter and cheese. All 
thenew and approved appliances of the 
dairy are here in operatton, and, as many 
of them are worked by steam power and 
machinery, one gets agood idea of the 
manner in which manual labor can be dis- 
pensed with in a firat class establishment. 
It shows"ulso how much better dairy work 
oan be done by machinery than by hand, 
The cheese and butter at this establishment 
present the same general appearance as at 
the Middleville factory. 


OOLD BROOK OREAMERY, 


This estabiishment is several miles far- 
ther north, and the lands in this section 
aro inferior to those we have passed over, 
the soil being lighter. The water howeyor is 
superb, being cold and aweet, The streams 
abound in speckled trout. 

The Oold Brook creamery was also a

Try | season, when it was turned into an estab- 


lishment for making butter and ‘ imitation 
cheese. It takes the milk of 200 cows, and 
at the time of my vinit was reoviving 3,800 
pounds of milk perday. During the flush 
of feed the quantity of milk received was 
4,600 pounds, The yield of butter on the 
lst of August was 150 pounds, and that of 
green cheese, 315 pounds. The management 
at this factory is similar to those previously 
described. The factory has 16 patrons, and 
the milkis purchased in the same way as at 
the Middleyille and Newport, creameries. 
There were about 150 cheeses on the shelyea 
in the curing room, and in shape or appear- 
ance could not well be distinguished from 
whole milk goods. Oleomargarine oil was 
being used, and was of a very fine brand, 
its cost being about 180. per pound. Mr, 
Burrell stated that the greatest pains wero 
taken to get the best oil the market afforded, 
He said that anything not pure or sweet 
could not be used in the business, as an 
impure oil in any way rancid or tainted 
would spoil tho cheese and insure heavy 
loss, He said his company was trying to 
make a useful article of food, and one that 
from its flavor and quality would commend 
itself to consumers. lt would be perfectly 
ruinous to the business to use bad or infe- 
rior oil, as it showed itself right away in the 
cheese, making the goods worthless. 


EXTENT OF THE BUSINESS, 


The extent of the imitation cheese in- 
dustry is much more limited than. has 
genera!'y been supposed, The patent on 
the machine for emulsifying fat in skimmed 
milk, or the making of artificial cream, is 
held or controlled by one firm, of which 
the Messrs. Burrell & Whitman are the 
head, The factories making it at present 
are the Middleville, turning out 11 cheeses 
per day; the Newport, 9 cheeses ; the 
Oold Brook, 7 cheeses ; the Eureka 7 aud 
the Fink’s Basin 18, making in all 52 
cheeses per day of about 60 pounds each, 
There is one establishment of the cina in 
Canada. Doubtless, in time there will be 
a large number, but at present there is no 
effort being made to push the business, the 
object of those oontrolling the patente 
being to put upon the market nothing but 
first-class goods. The manager at the 
Middleville, Newport and Oold Brook 
creameries is Mr. Brown, who has acquired 
the reputation of being one of the best 
whole-milk cheese-makerain the Satate, 
He has frequently taken prizes at the in- 
ternational shows for whole-milk cheese, 
both in this country and England. He 
understands the business in all its depart- 
ments,and tho fine character of the imitation 
cheeno, at the several factories I have notio- 
ed, is due in a great measure, I think,to his 
management, 

Aftor having looked over the Oold Brook 
factory, wo all drove up to tho trout-pond, 
where Mr. Vanden Borgh osssyed to oatoh 
some of the speckled beauties; but we 
gave him a pretty wide berth as he slapped 
his line aud hook around in avoh an un- 
coremonious manner that wo felt in danger 
of haying an oyo pulled out, or in being 
caught somewhere with his hook, Ho had 
noyer handled the rod or line before, but 
after gotting the “ hang of tho thing” hoe 
began to land his game, and rotired with 
quite a string of fish. During the drive Mr. 
Vanden Bergh gavo us an account of but- 
torino manufacture {In Holland, but as my 
article ia alroady too long, this must bo de- 
forred to a subsequent paper.

Good Water for the Btook. 


Puro water ond an abundance of itis one of 
tho ossentials of every good farm. This water 
should be at or near tho barn or barns, Dur- 
ing the summor months when the farm stook 
is in the pastares with green fodder, the 
wator supply does not seem .o be of so great 
importance, A good stream may be all that 
is noocossary, oven if it is situated a half mile 
from the farm buildings ; but in winter asup- 
ply close at hand is of croat valuo, Baro 
yard wolls aro convenient but aro seldom 
receptacles of puro water. Tho water too 
frequently would serve a botter parpose if 
used aa a fortilizor upon the land than given 
to the animals, Far superior tothe wall 
water is that of some spring which is brought 
to varions placos in and around tho farm 
buildings from a neighboring hill side, There 
aro vory many p whore pi, es oan be Jaid 
and the very bost of water broagh: in to sup- 
ply the wants of the stook. There isa groat 
ons sustained by farmers in giving or allow- 
{ng their stook to beck and drink water thet 
is at tho point of freezing. It not only chills 
the syatom, but reqairos o large amount of 
fool to bring it to blood heat. Spring water 
though cool is notice cold Before the win- 
ter sets in, and the stook aro all in thoir quar- 
tors, every ove should ses that bis water sup- 
ply is what !t should be for the comfort and

ception of men who wore as yet ignorant

Ithas been divided and 
subdivided into lots, which lots have been 
sold, Mr, Ashloy saya under oath, for $200 
and upwards, although in no case was 
it shown that the lots were ever fenced or 
used by the purchasers, but simply remain- 
ed as part and parcel of Mr. Ashley’s farm. 
Of course the ‘Model Assessor” had no 
trouble in assessing property thus sold for 
the full amount ia some cases, for which it 
was sold,so as to give the purchaser a yote. 
From the 13th to the 17th of March, im- 
mediately before the assessment of the town- 
ship was a time prolific in sales of such pro- 
perty, as there seemed to be a “boom” in 
Mr. Ashley's farm lots. Onthe 13th he 
told no less than four lots and on the 17th 
he disposed of two more. The mode of 
sale, as brought out in the evidence 
fn one case was as follows: Tho lot 
was sold for $200 (of course to s Grit 
voter,) not for cash or any payment 
down,but ona long note. In this case the 
question was raised, was the note paid? 
and Mr, Ashley said ho had placed it in 
the bank and thought it was paid, as he 
had looked through his papers and could 
not find the note, therefore he concluded it 
was paid, This wasall the evidence he 


could givess to the note’s being paid. Mr. 
Ashley is known ass good business man. 
but we fesr thet ench » careless manner of 
handling notes will yot, if continued, bring 
him to grief; but perhaps he does not show 
such carelessness in handling notes not 
given for real eatate. One might imagine 
that purchasers would be in danger of los- 
ing their money in purchasing property 
when it was perfectly evident they did not 
want the lots, as none of them were ever 
proved to have been fenced or taken pos- 
session of by the purchasers, but Mr. Ash- 
ley makes thom perfoctly safe in thoir 
purchases, as ho swore thet in every caso 
where he sold slot he agreed to take the 
lot back if, within a year the purchaser was 
not satisfied with his bargain.

After  fow 
farther remarks, the speaker oonoluded by 
calliog for three cheers for the Mowat Gov- 
ernment, which were given,

tion of iron ores trom that district which I 
think we could vory easily surpass, if the 
proper means were takon to get them to- 
gether, in connection with this subject I 
would say that the keeping of our mineral 
wealth before the publio is a most impor- 
tant object. A good series of specimens 
kept in amusoum at Bolleville open for 
inspection to the public, would be the best 
moans of advertising our minerals that 
could be devised. From personal observa- 
tion and conversation with residents of the 
district during my trip to the north this 
summer, 1 can spoak of the magnificent 
development of the iron ore beds in our 
northeru Townships, which in my opinion 
must eventually cause this part of Canada 
to take the lead in supplying this part of 
the continent with high grado ore. Kings- 
ton men have kept their ores well bofore 
the public, and in consequence a number 
of Ainerican firms haye been through that 
country and have purchased extensively. 

A Wood Ranger in the employ of the 
Messrs. Rathbun—an intelligent man— 
with whom I have had some conversation, 
informs me that he has seon a greater 
number and larger beds of iron ore in the 
Oounty of Hastings than in any other 
County between Torento ani Ottawa, 
—and having, as he said, beon through 
nearly every lot throughout the district, 
his opinion ought to be worth some- 
thing. 1 may add that in the Provincial 
Government report on woods and mines, 
the percentage of iron is given as ranging 
from 62 to 69 per cent. with little or no 
phosphorus, surplus or other injurious in- 
gredients, this is given as the result of an 
Analysis of ores from mines that have lately 
been opened in Tudor, Limerick and Wol- 
laston, in which townships I believe some 
of the largest beds lie, When we take 
into consideration that about 72 per cent. 
is pure oxide of iron, it will be seen at 
once how rich and yaluable our iron ores 
are, what a source of wealth they are likely 
to be to us in the future, and how neces- 
sary it is that all available information 
feala be obtained and circulated about 
them. 

* * Although a good deal of work has 
been done in some of the branches of our 
Natural History there are others which 
are as yet almost untouched, namely, the 
Mammology, the Ichthyology, and the 
Herpetology of the district, I have been 
informed that there are nearly forty differ- 
ent kinds of fish in the Bay of Quinte 
alone, showing that here is one promising 
field of investigation for a nationalist, and 
if it were connected with the study of the 
life and habits of those useful as food for 
man, it would: be of benefit to the public 
aswell as of interest to the scientist.

A Model “ Reform,” 


It has alwaya been tho boast of tho fol 
lowors of the Mowat Government that they 


wore mombera of a Reform Government, 
but it often ocoura that roforma, so called, 
may bo of a character that will logislate 
away tho rights of the people. Such has 
boon the case in many of the so-called re- 
forms of tho Mowat Administration, until 
the poople are boginning to ask themeeclves, 
aro wo a free people, or aro all our institu- 
tions merely playthings of that self-styled 
Reform Administration? As o sample ot 
the way in which the people's rights, oxcept 
that of paying, are being legislated away, 
wo will cite the case of our Police force, 
whioh is formed for the protection of poo- 
plo’s property, and for which the peoplo 
haye to pay. Until lately, each town and 
city had, through their local Councils, the 
right to appoint such policemen as they 
saw fit, and to pay such salaries as they 
deomed the finances of the municipality 
would warrant. It seemed but reasonable 
that such should be the case, and the City 
Council, whother wisely or not, decided 
upon reducing the Police force; but our 
Chief of Police (who is a thorough paced 
Grit) knew a trick worth two of that, so he 
posted to Toronto, his pay going on in his 
absence, and an obliging Administration 
at once changed the law and took from 
the people their right to employ, or to 
state what salary should be paid to the 
police, leaving them only the one right 
to pay such salaries as they are ordered 
to pay, the control of the force being 
yested in three Commissioners, only 
one of whom is accountable to the peo- 
ple. This is what the Mowat adminis- 
tration calls a ‘‘reform’’ measure, a result 
of which was that the Obiof’s salary was 
at once raised, 

We are not questioning the ability of the 
Chief to fulfil his duties, but we question 
the right of any irresyonsible body decree- 
ing what salaries we shall pay and what 
men we shall omploy on the Police force.

The Origin and Formation of the 

Viamond, 

Mr. A. B. Griffiths oontributes to the 
Ohemical News a ahort communication, ia 
which he attempts to pointout that the for- 
mation of oryatallized oarbon in nature can be 
theoretically accounted for. He saya: We 


know tha’ the diamond has been found in a 


fiae-grained sandstons in Brazil, aol is prin- 
cipally found in an alluvial matrix of sand- 
stone and quartz pebbles, Kaowing these 
facts and that thore are only three methods 
by which crystals are formed, namely, b: 
fasion, by solution, and by sablimation ; an 
as the diamond has boon found in sedimen- 
tary rocks, and in an alluvial matrix of sand. 
stone and pebbles; and knowing that sand- 
stone and pebbles are produced by the action 
of water, hence their name of aqueous rocks ; 
and as aquoous or sedimentary strata are often 
fossiliforous, we msy draw an inference that 
the carbonaceous matter of the fossils (plants 
and animal remains) has been dissolved by 
highly heated water, aided by great pressure 
existing in the crust of the earth. It laa well- 
known fact that highly-heated wator, aided by 
pressure, oan disolve silica, as in tho geysers 
of Ioeland, otc., where it is deposited around 
the mouth of the vont, forming *‘ tho sinter,” 
and also wo havo tho oxporimontal rosearchos 
of Ds Sonarmont, and others, on the artificial 
production of orystallized minerals, as quarts, 
mispiokel, corandum, heavy spar, eto., by the 
prolonged action of water at high tempera- 
tures and proasures ; and I think we oan see 
no reason why highly heated water or wator- 
gas should not have the power of dissolving 
tho carbonaceous mattor of fossiliforous plants 
and animals, and thon, on cooling, depositing 
tho carbon in tho oryatallized condition, form - 
ing the gom known as the diamond. As to 
whothor the diamond was formod by sublima- 
tion, we oan draw no inforoncos from facts or 
from nature; so must put this mothod of 
forming orystals on ono side, as not being 
able to solve tho problem; and farther, tho 
diamond cannot be formod by fusion, booause 
we know that orystallized catboa, in tho form 
of graphite, is formed by fudion. Thorofore, 
it appears from théso views on tho subject 
that the diamond has boon formod in nataro 
by the solvent action of highly heatod water 
or wator gas, allod by onormous prossuro on 
the carbonaceous mattor of fossila contained 
in sedimentary rooks, followed by slow cooling.

Customs }'rauds. 
BEIZURE OF ABATTOIR MACHINERY IN MUN 
TRBEAL.—THE DOUBLEI VOICE MANCOVRE, 


From the Mail's Correspondent. 


MonTreat, October 16,— The developments 
which the Customs investigation bas brought 
forth in connection with the East End abattoir 
seizure are represented as more than startling, 
There is no lonyer any doubt that a most de- 
liberate and gigantic swindle has been perpe- 
trated upon the public exchequer by the offi- 
olals of the Abattolr Company, It has already 
bevn definitely ascertained that over $30,000 
worth of m chinery was imported from Chi- 
oa vo and the New England States, and entered 
at the Custom house for about $4,500 on 
fraudulent invoices, made, it is alleged, for 
the special purpose of robbing the Goy- 
eroment, The maunor in which the swindle 
was perpetrated is us follows :—When the 
machinery was purchased in the States, the 
manufacturers or sellors made out two invoices 
for the buyers, one being tor tho actusl sum 
paid, whilst the other and deceptive one, in 
some oases for less than one-fourth the cost, 
was for entry at tho Customs hore, The lat- 
ter was made use of by the Abattoir Com- 
pany local representative in getting the 
goods passed through the Government depart- 
merit. The following are specimens of thi 
fraude which wore resorted to :—An iovoice 
of goodsfrom Weir & Craig, of Chicago, for 
which were paid $500, was outered in the 
Customs for $32. On avothor, but fraudulent 
invoice from the samo firm, gods recoived 
from Fowler Bros, Chicayo; Edward Barr & 
Co., New Hork ; aod from firms in New 
Hampshire, were entired under similar oir 
cumstances; for ivstance, $3,500 worth 
was entered at nine hundred odd dollars ; 
$2,600 worth was entered at $1,100 ; $2,200 
was entered at $900 odd ; $987 worth was en- 
tered at $457; $674 worth was entored at $300. 
These are only a few of the falee ontrics 
that bave been brought to light by the on 
quiry. The Customs officlals have both the 
real and fictitious invoices, as well as the 
books of the company, showing all the par- 
ticulare of the huge swindle whioh has boon 
committed. In addition it is understood that 
the Government has secured fevidence cor- 
roborating these documents and showing the 
complicity of othors, besides the officials, in 
the dishonesty that wac practiced. Tho 
entries were made ia the Customs by a broker 
here under oath in tho regular way of business, 
but in addition to this there is a solemn de- 
olaration sdbjoined to each entry, which was 
made and signed by the secretary of the com- 
pany, that there was only the one invoice, that 
submitted to the Customs for duty, and that 
was the trac and only correct one of the 
articles entered, Undor the revenue laws the 
penaltios (or making a false deolaration aro 
precisoly the samo as those for any other kind 
of purjury. The prosont managoment is 
blamoless, 


Tue Exveortow Osses.—Argument was 
heard before Judge Cameron at Toronto on 
the 16th in the preliminary objections in 
the North York, Russell and West Huron 
election cases, and judgment was reserved.

SHE MISTOOK 
FOR A BURGLAR, 


SH" 18 SENTENCED FOR MANSLAUGHTER. 

A despatch from Opobourg, dated on 
Tuesday night, nays: Shortly after the 
opening of the Court this morning a lady- 
like looking person, neatly dressed in black, 
entered upon the arm of a gentleman, fol- 
lowod by another lady on the arm of ano- 
ther gentloman. The first couple walked 
up tothe prisoner's dock, and in that the 
lady, whose faco waa oxtromely pale, took 
her seat, to stand her trial on the dreadful 
charge of manslaughter. Tho name of the 
prisover is Harriot- Camilla Weight, an un- 
martied wouian, a resident. of the village 
of Brighton) whore it is alloged the offsrice 
was committed, .As set forth in the opening 
address of ‘Mr,-Donald Gathrio, Q U , of 
Guelph, counsel for the Orown, and as 
eligited in the evidence, the ciroumstances 
of tho affuir'Were as follows: On the night 
of the 25th of August, a young man named 
Henry Ryaty) was in. the Villago soatching 
for tho residgnoe of, his sister aud brothor- 
in-law, who had recently moved there. In 
doing so he Went to's house betweén 10 and 
11 o'clock at night; when he rapped them 
up and ingttred’ » oro’ Forge, his brother- 
in-law, lived. He was given a description 
of the hous#, and told to tarn up the road 
from where he was in order to got to it. 
It is supposed he made a mistake as to what 
diréction it was; because when he went 
away ho walked ina contrary direction to 
that which led to his sister's house, opened 
the gate of ‘Miss Wright's residence, and 
walked sarod to the back door of hor 
botise. Thi he tried to open, but not being 
ablé to do 80 he turned and walked back to 
the front of the house, where he stopped in 
front of a window. 


THE FATAL SHOT. 
At this time the prisoner and a young

A VERDICT OF GUILTY. 

The jury, after a long deliberation, 
brought in a verdict of guilty, with the 
strongest possiblo recommendation to 
moroy.. In sentencing the prisoner His 
Lordship said he would follow the course 
which had recently been pursued in regard 
to similar cases, and send her to the com- 
mon jail for six months,

An exchange says: Theoldenemy is as 
numerous as oyer and bids fairly to deyour 
nearly the whole pea crop bitore winter an- 
less some moans can be applied to stop the 
pea bug before it has eaten the meal all up. 
Various plans are suggestsd and present 
themselves. One, and the most economioal, 
is to thresh at once and feed'to the pigs be- 
fore the beetle assumes its porfec’form ; but 
since every one canoot throsh at once, there 
will be mach damage to those who must wait, 
Another plan suggested is to grind what will 
be needed for late feeding ; a diffi ulty comes 
in here, too, since, with the moisture produo- 
ed by the insect the meal would. be almost 
sure to heat unless dried by mixture with 
bran shorts or the likes which would require 
much care in the operation A thirt plan 
suggesta itself, which, if- put strictly in prac- 
tice, would not only save the grain but settle 
the bug account for one season at least Tho 
plan is for everyone to thresh ont the crop as 
soon as peesible, and kilndry the peas, which 
will cotinjure them for feeding and will 
effectually cure the beetles Of course it will 
not do to serve seed in this wa , though it 
would pay to treat all our peas i this fash- 
ion and send to Grey and Simooe for seed 
peas for next season, as the bectle has not

Young's Point and Lakefield Dams 


(From the Peterborough” Reviewi) 


Our Young's Point correspondent has on 
several oooasions oalled attention to the dan- 
gorous if not suicidal proorastination of the 
Ontario PablioWorks Dopartmont with regard 
to the dam across the Otonaboo River at that 
place. 

Tho Department cortainly cannot plead ig- 
norance of either the present state of this 
dam or of the interests dependent upon it, or 
of the damage whioh is almost certain to on- 
suo should it be carried away during a sprin 
freshet, because so far back asin his annu 
report of 1831 the enginoor of the Department 
stated that,although a sum of $1,500 had beon 
voted for its ropair during tho session of 1851, 
it was ‘ deomed advisable to make only such 
ropairs as wore roally nocewsary for the time 
being to ensure the safety of the works,” as 
the dam was then ‘‘about worn out,” and 
that as the area of Clear and Stoney Lakes is 
about 9,200 acres, it was ‘‘ very important 
that it should be replaced by a now structure 
at an carly date, as wore it to givo way, thore 
is no telling the amount of damage and in all 
probability loas of life which would follow.” 
That wasthe opinion of Mr. Fraser's Chief 
Engineer on the 3let of Dooomber last, and 
that seemed to be the opinion of Mr. Fraser 
and his onlleagues during last session, because 
they asked for and obtained an appropriation 
of $9,000 to built'a newdsam at Young's 
Point; and that ».« aod to be the opinion of 
the sawe gentlemen last spring, because they 
advertised for tenders for the timber, &., 
requisite for its constraction, and everybody 
thought it was going tobe built right off, 
Bub everybody was -destined to be mistakon, 
Some how or another Mr, Commissioner Fraser 
and his colleagues got now light upon the 
subject. What that new light was we are 
not info.me’. Thatit followed so closely upon 
the heels of the cleotion last June is of 
course a curious coincidence, between which 
and the postponement of the work, only a 
wicked Tory could discover any connection. 
The Mowat Government is quite too pure and 
too high minded to bo guilty of the potty 
trickery of attempting to inflaence the free 
and independent elevtors of any constituency 
by dangliog before their eyes, almoit within 
grasp, either contracts for material, or the 
employment required in the construction of a 
public work. Oh no, they never do such 
boy Their conduct on the present occa- 
sion is only a curious coincidence, and due 
éntirely to something of even greater conse- 
quence than either the ‘‘damage” or ‘‘loss of 
life” which Mr, McCallum reported as likely 
to onsue if this dam were not rebuilt at an 
“early date.” 

By another ourlous coincidence the same 
dilly-dallying on the part of the Mowa’ Gov- 
ernment took place with regard to the Lyke- 
tield dam. The Commissioners’ attention was 
called, during the session of 1881, by a depu- 
tation from the county and Lakefield coun- 
cila, to the importance of taking immediate 
action to prevent the decree of the court of 
obancery being carried out with regard to this 
dam. Had immediate'action been taken it is 
well understood thst the dam had been trana- 
ferred tothe Government at a nominal price 
by ite owners. But for some reason best 
known ‘to themselves it did not suit the 
Mowat Goverament to take any action in the 
matter Haring the session of 1881, Matters 
were allowed to take their course, and the 
owners of the dam or mill property, in view 
of the order of the court of chancery lowering 
the dam, did the only thing they could do, 
namely ; Proceed to move their mill down 
stream and lower the dam in accordance with 
the order of the court. When tbe first was 
done and the second was about to be done, 
and when the elections of last June were on 
the oarpet, Mr, Fraser by a curious coinol- 
dence suddenly discovered it was about time 
for him to do something —and something was 
done acoordingly. But by another ouriaus coin- 
cidence the said elections were no sooner over 
than the Ontario Public Works Department 
became exceedingly hard to move. They 
were, like Caldwell, quite wiiling to have a 
supply of water, but very unwilling to com- 
ponsate those who owned the dam to supply 
it, Like Caldwell, too, they attempted to take 
forcible possession, but like him met anvther 
MoLaren, who knowing that eseion is nine 
points of the law, and knowing that there is 
a power at Ottawa which ‘will not alléw’ the 
laws of the land to be altered to suit the exi- 
geonoles of every Caldwell who wishes to try 
bis hand at appropriating private property, 
sucoeede{ in bringing these ‘*respectora af 

rivate rights” to reason, and to their agree- 
ng to pay him a reasonable sum for bis dam, 
and compensation for the damage which he 
will now sustain by the maintenance of the 
dam at its formor height—oompensatiqu which 
peed not have been paid if Mr. Frasor had 
only acted with reasonable promptitude and 
assumed this dam at least a yoar ago. 

That the Dominion Government haye now 
assumed the Lakefield dam as part of the 
Trent Valley Navigation, in no way relioves 
the Mowat Government from responsibility 
for the effect of tho vacillating and dilly. 
dallying policy which they have pursued with 
regard to the navigation of these waters, 
Nelther will the possible fatare assumption 
of the dam at Youog’s Point by the Dominion 
Government relieve them from responsibility 
for any loss of either life or property which 
may result from their nogligongs in not oxe- 
outing a Work for which the money hal boen 
yoted by the Logislature and which) bad been 
Teotared ot such pressing importance by their 
own engineer, and the only resuls of which 
would be to throw the work whioh must be 
done at both Lakefield and Young’s Point over 
to a time when (by another curious coinoi- 
dence) another genoral election will be on the 
carpet,

Gold in British Colum bia. 


IMPORTANT DISYOVERIES REPORTED 
THREE DIFFERENT DISTRICTS. 


FROM 


(From the Victoria Standard.) 


From Lillooet, Cariboo and Kootenay 
reports of the discovery of new gold dig- 
gings have arrived and were chronicled in 
yesterday's Standard, In the two former 
districts the deposits are said to be alluvial 
or placer diggings. The party that went 
from Barkerville struck good paying ground 
on a stream that appeared to takt its rise 
at the head of Keitley’s oreek and run due 
west. The party report that the ground 
nal eo from five to ten dollars a day to 
the hand. As the party only started on 
ths 15th of August and the report of the 
results of the trip reached this city yester- 
day there can be no doubt that the locality 
of the new found diggings is not remote 
from established lines of traffic. Experi- 
enced miners, among whom was the late 
Capt. Evans, have long been of the opinion 
that mining in the Oariboo district was but 
in its infancy and the distovery of these new 
diggings tends to give support to the opin- 
ion of these experienced men, The many 
creeks or streams that take their rise in the 
same range as William Oreek are all aurif- 
erous and nothing but diligent prospecting 
is required to develope their riches. In 
these diggings the Indians are said to have 
taken out considerable quantities of gold. 
They cunningly kept the secret of the dis- 
covery, and it was only the obligation to 
sell their gold that necessitated a revelation 
of the facta. The discovery ted from 
Kootenay of extensive and well developed 
ledges of argentiferous galena is pérhaps 
ot greater importance than the two above 
noticed. The projected line of the Cansda 
Pacifico Railway will pass within a short 
distance of Kootenay, and will enable this 
hitherto remote district to be thoroughly 

rospeoted and its riches developed. It is 

y no means improbable that when in- 
creased means of communication come to 
be established, Kootenay will prove one of 
the most produotive districts in the province. 
We believe we are quite warranted in saying 
that our mining prospecta are decidedly 
good, and that we may look forward to's 
brilliant future for that description of in- 
dustry for many years to come.

THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING, 

The time has not yot arrived for a full des- 
oription of the now Governmont Building ; 
but as this fine structure should be included 
in a list of the buildings which have been 
erected during the year, we will give a few 
gonoral facts concerning it, It stands on the 
south-wout corner of Bridge and Pinnacle Sts, 
Lt is built ohiefly of red brick with heavy 
Ohio stone dressings, and the main entrance, 
with that portion of the buildiog over it, is 
constructed entirely of Ohio out stone, with 
a large atone in front of tho tower for the 
coat-of-arms The roof is maneard, and is 
surmounted in front by a low tower. It is 
covered with slate, galvanized iron and lead, 
The size of the basoment is 72x67 ft., outside 
measurement. It is built of coursing stone 
with pieces of out lime atone, Itis 7ft, Gin, 
high, but part of it, in whioh isto be placed 
the heating apparatus,is 10 ft, in height. Tho 
floor of the basement is briok,grouted in with 
coment, The columns supporting the ground 
floor are oast iron, and resting on them are 
wrought iron beam, The ground floor is to 
be ocvupied by the Lost Office, with the ox 
ception of one room 22x22 ft,, which is to be 
utilized as the Weights and Measures office. 
In the southoast corner is the main stairway, 
12x15 {t,, the entrance to which is from Pin- 
nacle St There are two entrances into the 
Post Office, one from Pinnacle Street and the 
other from Bridge Street, Cast iron columns 
and wrought iron beams support the second 
floor, which is 16 feet above the ground fl yor. 
The second fl»or will be entirely taken up by 
the Customs and Lolaud Revenue otlicoa— 
the former on the west and tho laiter on the 
east side. Attached to the ollices are cun- 
veniences, yaults, &o. ‘Tho walla of the offices 
and hall are ornamented with cornices of 
handsome desigas. The main stairway con- 
tinues to the attio floor, whioh is 14 ft. above 
the second floor, The attic is divided into 
rcoms which, probably, will not bo utilized 
for some time to come, except for making 
room for the largo taoks from which the 
building will be supplied with water. The 
height of the attic is 12 feet, ‘I'he whole 
building will he heated with hot water, and it 
will be lit with gas throughout, The grounds 
will be enclosed by a7 ft, wall of brick, with 
cut-stone base and coping, There will be five 
gateways—two on Bridge St., two on Pinnacle, 
and one opening into the lane on the weat side, 
Mr, R, O. Windeyer,of Toronto, is the archi- 
tect of the building ; Northcott & Alford are 
the contractors for the whole work. and also 
executed all the carpentry work, &o, (and the 
building is a splendid monument of their en- 
orgy, honesty and thoroughness as contractors); 
Mr, Joho Brenton superintended the work on 
the part of the Government; the excavations 
were doue by P, O'Hara and the Hayes Bros, ; 
the stone and brick work by Wickett Bros. ; 
the cut stone work by Jacob Nicholson ; the 
plastering, &o, by T. Gardner ; the plumbing, 
gas fitting and galvanized iron work by O. F, 
Smith; the slating by W. Boswell ; the paint- 
ing and glazing by Wm, Wensley ; and the 
wrought and cast iron was furnished by the 
St. Lawrenoe Foundry, Toronto. The total 
cost of the edifice, when completed, will be 
about $45,000.

Horses, with thoir winter ooate, swont 


oasily. Whon brought in warm, thoy should 
be rubbed dry and blanketed for an hour, 
Work horses should not bo blanketed in the 
atablo, but carriage horses, or those usod 
only upon the road, may be kept warmly 
blanketed, for though by this they booome 
more sonsitive to cold, and must have more 
care, yot their coat dows not grow #80 close 
and Jong, and they are much leas likely to 
awoat when driven, Ground or orushod 
oata go farthor, aro better digested, aud 
mix botter with other food than whole 


ones. Thoy are tho best winter foed for 
horaes, but may be mixed with corn or bar 
ley meal or wheat bran and midd'ings for 
work horses to advantage. Whole grain 
a not fed without wasto. 
| Beeves. —In feeding for boof, the notions 
of each animal should be consulted— his 
perferences, likes, and dislikes. The object 
of feeding usually is to get the animal to 
eat all that he will digest well. Hence a 
varioty should always beat hand, and the 
ration should be varied for feeding cooked, 
soaked, Or dry moal, as the case may bo, 
with hay and roots. Take great care not 
to over-feed, and in case of over-feeding, let 
starvation bothe ore. Thos tho animal 
will soon take to feeding again, but will be 
less likely to‘fall off much'in flesh, than if 
‘©physioked.”—Nature is the best phy- 
sician. 

Sheep should have airy, well-littered 
sheds, with plenty of sunshine, and pro- 
tected from snow. Onegroat advantage of 
keeping sheep is to convert straw into man 
ure. “Henoé much littoris usually strewn 
in sheep sheds, to the dlatross of the sheep, 
unless they have hard-places-tolie upon, 
because their feet and logs get so hot. A 
few platforms, like old doors, which can be 
shifted about every few days by turning 
over will be greatly enjoyed, and will pro- 
mote both health and comfort. 

Swine.—Push fattening hogs forward as 
rapidly as possible. Koop them warm and 
cleanly, Oharcoal broken fine and mixed 
with the cooked feed, is an excellent regu- 
lator and tonio, aiding digestion, and pro- 
moting fattening to such an entent that it 
is hard to believe it does not serve as food. 
— American Agricuturist for November. 


Keep out the Cold Arr. 


It is better to have the ventilation of our 
dwellings under control than a constant 
inpouring of air, no matter how cold it may 
be. The windows, ‘specially’ in houses 
built as cheaply as possible, let in all round 
(and partioularly where the two sashes 
aaahy an astonishing amount of air, 80 
much that in severe weather it is almost 
impossible to make the room comfortably 
warm. By checking this intlow of cold air 
from without,the same amount of fuel that 
before failed to make the room warm 
enough, will beso much more effective that 
considerably less ‘coal or wood will be 
burned. ‘‘ Weather strips” of various kinds 
haye been invented to be used around 
windows and doors for the purpose to which 
we have referred. The essential part of 
these is a narrow atrip of rather stiff In Jia 
rubber fabric, attached to a strip of wood 
or metal, which may be fastened to the 
window in such a manner that the rubber 
will cover the cracks between the sashes 
and the frames,and elsewhere. Those strips 
are very useful, but are not to be had in 
all places ; besides which although not very 
costly they involyean outlay which many 
would gladly avoid. Before rubber strips 
were introduced woollen ones wero in com- 
mon ure. The material known aa ‘‘list’’ or 
“listing,” the marginal strips being woven 
on broadoloth or other gooda,ia convenient, 
and costs little or nothing. This material 
is not obtainable everywhere, nor is it the 
best substitute for window™ strips. By 
pasting strips of paper around the sashes 
the ourrent of air can be kept out quite as 
completely as by any other niethod. Brown 
paper will answer as wellas-any, and if the 
job be neatly done,it will not be unsightly. 
When no longer needed, the paper may be 
pulled off after it has been wetted with 
warm water, One sash in each room should 
be left for necessary ventilation, and some 
movable strip, such as lath, covered with 
cloth, provided to close its cracks if neces- 
sary. A strip of board or plank, covered 
with some fabrio to be used to close the 
crack at the bottom of each door, will be 
found very usefal.— American Agriculturist

Is the Pig a Nuisance ? 


Is the pig a nuisance in the village } He 
is, and is not, just as he is managed, On 
the farm, he has his place yet, as an indis- 
penaable worker, and cheap source of food 
fertilizers. But in tho village, whore 
esthetics sometimes interfere with profits, 
people are getting lestidious, and avoid the 
pig pen as a nuisance. I[t would be a nui- 
sance perhaps, under the waves of the dwell- 
ing, managed in almost any way. But at 
the back end of the village lot, where the 
barn, if there is one, is looated,there the aty 
may be safely placed without offence to eye, 
ear,or nostril, and decidedly with profit. It 
is the cheapest source of good pork, ham, 
shoulder, sausage, head-cheere, and lard, 
that a villager can have. As a mavuifac- 
turer of fertilizers for the village gardvn, 
the pig can not bo beaten. He turns every 
weed, sod, vegetable, fruit, and all kitchen 
waste into gold. ‘Ah! but he aqueals !’”’ 
Then feed him more, and he will be 
quiet asa lamb, all day and all night. 
“Ah! but the pen is unsightly |” 
That is your fault, not his, Even 
the sty has its esthetics, and it may be 
made ““athing of beauty anda joy for- 
ever” if you like. ‘* Well, he smells badly, 
any way.” No,sir. Not if you take pro- 
per care ofhim. Give hima sheltered 
bower for his nest, and plenty of straw or 
leayes, and he will keep his bed as clean 
asaparlor. Give him plenty of muck or 
peat, garden soil, head lands, or absorbents 
of any kind, and he will so thoroughly 
observe the Mosaic law in regard to animal 
wastes, that noneighbor of yours shall 
mistrust that « pig is within a mile of your 
premises. The health committee of the 
village ; will never find you out, or enter 
complaint against your sty. Do not lay 
your sins of omission at the door of the 
dumb beast He has his esthotio side,and 
only requires a fair share of attention to

SHALL GAMBLERS TRIUMPH. 


But I know thy abode, aud thy going out and 
thy coming in,an‘’d thy coming in rage. Because 
thy rage against me and thy tumult is come up 
into mine ears, therefore I will put my hook in 
thy nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and I will 
turn thee back by the way which thou camest. 
—IT, Kings, xix., 26, 27. 


Sennacherib, the infamous, had taxed and 
outraged the people until it was time to have 
him stopped. The Lord proposed to stop 
him ; not through any mild or oomplimentary 
way. God says He will not argue or pursuade 
him, but e3 a but»her thrusts an iron hook 
into the nose of an ox and leads it to tho 
slaughter, sohe turned back tho infamous 
Sennacherib, ‘I will pat my hook in th 
nose, and tarn thee back by the way whioh 
thou camest,” 

Tho gambling evil in our timo has taken on 
imperial airs, and it isa Sennachorib. It has 
taxed and outraged a multitude of people al- 
ready to financial and spiritusl death. The 
work is to be stoppol. ho evil was never so 
defiant or blatant as to-day. All who have 
read thé néwapapers in tho past few weeks 
know that a great attempt has boon made by 
city authorities to pat doyn this evil, and 
that a groat attompt has been made to over- 
throw the law. © question now, the ab. 
sorbing question for a'l classes of people 
who are interested in the welfare of our citles 
is whether the gamblors shall be triumphant 
in their now movement,or whether the officers 
of the Government in all our cities shall be 
backed up by a hoalthy and vehompat publio 
opinion, Sir Garoat Wolseley propliosied that 
on the 15th of September he wonld have 
Arabi Pasha a prisocer and that the Egyptians 
would be overthrown. With marye!lous 
accuracy the prophesy camo trae, and on the 
15th of September the rebellion had praotioal- 
ly been overthrown. With jast as much pro- 
clsion the gamblora of this country have 
declared that on the 25th day Soptember they 
would op »n thelr pool-rooms and theic gamb- 
ling saloons,and they have kept their promise, 
they being open in the different parta of the 
different cities. Pool rooms open in Long 
Island City, Tho officers of the law say they 
can do nothing now with them. A Coroner 
of this city moat suggostively allows his own 
premises to be the entrance to one of theso 
aa no doubt having an eye to 

usiness, since the way of the gamblers Is 
vory oftenthe way to sudden death. List 
Thursday sixty-four of the miscreants in Now

Favorable weathor is repor:ei trom all sec- 
tions of the cotton regions except Texas, 
whore injurious rains haye fallen,as they have 
also in Arkansas, Wheat has advanced and 
is tirmer, Corn is higher, owing to the de- 
pletion of the visible supply and the fact 
‘that it is cornered in New York and Chicago, 
Stooks of provisions and lard are lower than 
for several years and are controlled by a few 
speculators, Oataare higher owing to the 
decreasing supply and increasing consumptive 
demand. The iron market is somewhat 
weaker than last week. Petroleum dull, 
and coal going off moderately, will not be up 
to ciroular rates. Ooean freight hrm, bat 
not much doing except in cotton. Bradstreet 
reports 141 failures this week, 16 moro than 
last week, and 32 more than in the corres- 
ponding week last year. Canada and Pro- 
vinces had 27, an unusually large number, its 
increase being eleven.

A BRILLIANT DISPLAY—THE MARCH PAST ui 
CUPIES ONE HOUR AND A HALE 


The London Standard’s correspondent tele- 
graphs along acoount of tho review which 
took place at Uniro, — Ho says :— 

The eqaare in front of the-Abdin Palace 
presented a brilliant apposrance. Upon one 
sido was slong wooden pavillion, gayly, de- 
corated, In tho centro was the dals of tho 
Khoedive. Tho Sultan's fag flow over head, 
tho royal standard of Kngland was on the 
right, the Egyptian flag: on’ the left. Tho 
pavilion was filled with Europeans and 
Egyptian officials, yvory fow unofficial natives 
having a place there, Opposite, with a space 
between for the march of the troops, was the 
Genoral’s staff; with a body guard of marines 
in bright red coats and white trousors.

tion, the men averaging six feet two Inches in

in our military history. The Black Watch 
went past to the tune of ‘'Highland Laddie.” 
Since Fontenoy, when this regimént covered 
the. retreat of the English army, it has 
taken part {n nearly every event in British 
militiary history, After the Black Watoh 
the Camoronians strode past ts the “Pibrooh 
of Donald Dhu,” whioh has been heard upon 
the ecene, of many a British victory. The 
tirst man who surmounted the entrenchments 
of ‘Tel-el-Keber was private Donald Cameron, 
of thia regiment, who fell doad, shot through 
the head, Tho Gordon Highlandors and the 
Soventy-fourth, equal in physique and ap- 
posrance to the leading regiments, completed 
the brigade, Thon oamo the Fourth brigade 
from Aloxandris, led by Gonoral Sir Eyelyn 
Wood, upon whose breast glittored throe lines 
of medals, Tho Sixticth Riflos completed the 
maroh-past of the Seoond division. 

The Indian Contingont, under Gonerala 
Maopheraou and Tannor, finished tho display.

MA. ROSS EXPLAINS. 


Mr. Ross, Superintendent of the Grand 
Junction Railway Company called at Tae 
LyTELLIGRNORR office to explain what ho 
considered was an injuatioe to the company 
In our reference to its workings. He says 
that tho time table of the road has only 
been changed twice since It came under the 
present management and that the last 
change was made to acoommodate the 
winter traffic and to give time for proporly 
moving the grain at tho several stations ob 
the line. He states that it is a rule in all 
Railways to carry coal oil only on oortain 

daysand ho is not aware of any refusal of 
the officials here to accommodate the public. 
He says further, that the timber for the 
elevator has been framed and that it was 
the difficulty in determining upon a site 
that prevented its being built this year but 
that it will be completed early in the spring. 

We give these explanations of Mr. Ross, 
but at the same time would say that the 
charges made against the road were made 
by merchants who felt that the Railway

low has found to its cost. The ratepayers 
of the Township elected to represent them 
a thorough-paced (it council, The result 
was apparent at tho late Voters’ List Oourt 
where it was shown that the assessment 
was as Judge Fraleck mildly remarked, 
‘done in an unusual manner.” The effort 
was made to make the Township safe for 
the Grit cause, and the Oouncil took the 
shortest cut to the end required ; as the 
revelations of the Voters’ List Oourt show- 
ed in the appointment of Mr, Brintnell as 
one of the assessors. ‘| \ 

The Oourt lasted for four days, with the 
result, as we showed, of $2 Parliamentary 
and 2 Municipal Conservative voters being 
added, and 25 illegal Grit voters struck 
off. 

The court was adjourned until Saturday 
last, when Judge Fraleck gave judgment 
in the cases held over,by which three more 
Grit Parliamentary voters were reduced to 
Municipal yoters,and ordered that the 
costs of the Court, which will be considerable 
be paid by the Township, The following is 
a brief report of the Judge’s remarks upon 
the case: — ; 

THE JUDGE'S DECISION 

As to the question of costs the Judge 
held that the policy of the law was that no 
person entitled to a vote should be disqual- 
ified, and in the eyent of errors occurring 
which was not the faalt of the voter, that 
the municipality should bear the oost. In 

the present case he found, from the evi- 
dence of Mr. Brintnell, that the assessment 
of the Township was done in an unusual 
manner, as Mr. Brintnell said that he as- 
sessed a portion of the Township at its full 
value and other portion; at less than its 
value, as for instance his (Mr, Brintnell’s) 
own property. He said he assessed it at 
$400, when he swore it to be worth $700 ; 
and Mr, Ashley, the Reeve of the Town- 
ship, swore that it was worth some $1,200 
or $1,300. The duty of the assessors, he 
claimed, \was to assess property without any 
distinction as to what political party the 
owner belonged, which it was crident in 
this case was not done, as it was clear that 
Mr. Brintnell had looked carefully after the 
interests of his political friends. This, he 
said, was spparent in the case of Mr. John 
Taylor, who asked to have his son placed 
on the roll, as he said his son was owner 
of a piece of property that would qualify 
him to have a vote. This Mr. Brintnell 
refused to do, when, at the request of Mr, 
Ashley, who was on the other side of poli- 
tics, he placed on the list such persons as 
he (Mr, Ashley) said had a title to property 
that would qualify them to be placed oa 
the roll. It was the duty ot the Assessor 
he said, to have placed Mr. Taylor's son 
on the roll as requested, where the name 
could be struck off at the proper time ap- 
pointed by law if it was found that he 
had no right toa yote.. The partizanship 
of Mr. Brintnell was again apparent, he 
sald, in the fact that at the request of Mr, 
Alex. Burdett he had placed the name of 
Mr. 8S. B. Burdett on the roll, at the same 
time refusing todo a similaract for Mr, 
Taylor. He considered it strange that Mr. 
Alex. Burdett should want Mr. 8. B, 
Burdett’s name placed on the roll, and 
that Mr, Brintnell should take his oath 
that he said he asked Mr. Burdett about 
his assessment both before and after the 
assessment, and afterwards that Mr. S, B, 
Burdett, should by letter disclaim any 
ownership to the property, and stated that 
he must have been put on by mistake, He 
sald that in the Taylor and Burdett cases 
Mr. Brintnell deserved censure, From 
the evidence, he said that it seemed that 
some four or five parties were served with 
such notices of such an assessment as would 
sive them the proper qualification as voters 
and afterwards tho asscasmont was chang- 
ed. Mr, Brintnell, he held, explained 
that when achange in tho assessment was 
madv,a noticoin writing was sent to the 
parties se changed, by mail. This was not 
the proper way to notify parties of changes 
in their assessment, as such notices should 
haye been delivered in the samo way as 
the original notice, as several partios anid 
they had not received notice of thoir assoss- 
ment being changed and were only made 
aware of the fact of their not being voters 
upon examination of the Voters’ List, 


Undor the ciroumstances as to the man- 
| nor in which the Assessors, who aro om- 
| ployed by the township, had dono thoir 
| duty, ho ruled that tho Township should 
pay tho costs, and ho trusted that horoafter

The American Protection Tariff and 
the Canadian National Policy. 


For the Intelligencer. 

Mr, Eprror,—I find in an extract taken 
from the census report of 1880, that under 
the American tariff the three following in- 
dustries must have been in a flourishing con- 
dition, namely; the woollen manufaotories, of 
whioh there were 2,687, employing 161,000 
hands, the products amounting to $247, 182,- 


000; cotton factories, numbering 1,005, em- 


ploying 185,000 hands and yielding $210,- 


950,000, and the iron manufactories, 1,005 in 
number, ewployiog 141,000 hands, yielding 
$296,558,000, These three branches of manu- 
facture give a total of 4,696 factorivs, 437,- 
000 hands employed, turning out $774,690,- 
000 worth of manufactured wocllens, cotton 
Andiron alone, or equal to $15.49, 3 8-10 
of a mill for a population of 50,000,000 in 
1880, 


There could not have been loss than 1,000, - 


000 of the population which had to got their 
daily supply of food from the farmors, and it 
is to be supposed that the farmers grumbled 
at having to supply so many, not in meat and 
bread alone, but with other farm and garden 
products. 
protit can be made by those farmers who sup-

A law suit fol- 
lowed, and on December 16, 1880, the 
Oourt of Ohancery made a decree declaring 
that Mr, McLaren was entitled to the ex- 
clusive use of his own improvements, and 
restraining the Messrs.Caldwell from using 
them without payment. The case was ap- 
pealed, but before it reached the judzesa of 
the Appellate court, Mr. Mowat passed a 
bill, the Act for Protecting the Public In- 
terest in Rivers, Streams and Oreeks, giy- 
ing the Messrs, Caldwell the use of Mr. 
McLaren’s property on the payment of 
tolls which it would have been impossible 
to collect, and which, supposing they could 
have been collected, would ‘‘not have paid 
for the cost of keeping the accounts,” as 
Mr. MoLaren’s book-keeper testified. This 
bill Was disallowed by the Governor-Gene- 
ral-in-Oouncil as being an invasion of pri- 
vate rights and as affecting a matter pend- 
ing in the Courts. 

“‘The Reform papers say that Sir John 
Macdonald advised the disallowance of the 
bill because Mr. McLaren is a prominent 
Conservative. With equal force, if there 
be any force in such an argument, it might 
be said that Mr. Mowat passed the Streams 
bill because Mr. Caldwell, one of the mem- 
bers of the firm of Boyd, Caldwell & Uo., 
is the Reform member for North Lanark. 
But putting aside such small considerations, 
the fact remains that the Streams bill 
violated the righteous axiom that ‘as pro- 
vision for compensation is a necessary at- 
tendant on the exercise of the power ot 
the law-giver to deprive an individual of 
his property without his consent.’ The 
fifth article of the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States puts the matter more clearly 
when it says that ‘private property shall 
not be taken for public use without just 
compensation.’ It was in evidence of this 
principle that Sir John Macdonald advised 

the disallowance of the bill. The Reform

Out ofa Hurricane. — 


THE PRRILOUS VOYAGE OF ThE STEAMER ATLIN 
FYROM THE WEAT INDIES 

Tho iron steamer Aplin, of the Atlas line 
of mail steamers, plying betwoon this port 
and Jamaica, Hayti, Maracaibo, Porto Rico 
and Oolombia, arrived yosterday after a 
perilous voyage of twelyo days from Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, ana her purser, Mr, L. 
G. Norman, reported that it was only 
through the vigilance and skill of her cap- 
tain and officers that she had escaped 
foundering in s hurricane. Captain Moran 
was found tn the cabin of his craft at hor 
75 at the foot of West Twentylifth street, 

© was almost exhausted and needed sloep 
and reat after he had been on duty for three 
days and two nights in a dence fog follow~ 
ing a storm, during which time he did not 
once see his berth. 

Osptain Moran said that the Alpine 
steamed out of Port Antonio on the 6th 
inst., atdaybreak, with light winds and 
favoring skies, and that the trip to Inagua, 
which occupied two days, was through water 
as smooth as glass. The Alpin delivered 
her mails at Inagua and procseded on her 
Voyage on the 9th. At sunrise on the 9th, 
in latitude 34 deg. 1 min.,longitude 74 deg, 
7 min., the thermomon{or indicating 78 de- 
grees, the baromete; capidly fell from 30 1 
to 29.2, Oaptain Moran took warning,and 
immediately prepared for a blow. The 
wind, which was from south-southeast, be- 
gan tofreshen, and at noon had veered 
and was driving a heavy sea before it from 
the south. At two p.m. it blew great guns 
from the northeast, and at four o'clock 
ithad become a hurricane from north- 
northeast, with tremendous seas that began 
to sweep over the Alpin’s decks. 

By six o'clock the hurricane had spent 
its force and the barometer rose, but a gale 
was stillon. Tho Aplin had been for two 
hours alternately on the crest of an enor- 
mous weve and then submerged; and her 
bridge had been carried away. Everything 
below was afloat, the seas having swept over 
her before the crew had fastened down the 
hatches and secured the cabin doors. It 
had beon impossible to walk the decks, and 
those of the crew who were there performed 
their duty only by means of ropes, with 
which they are practically lashed to the 
rigging. I[t was barely possible to make the 
vessel answer to her helm, and at one time 
it was feared that she must go to the bot- 
tom ; but every man worked at his post to 
save her, and by seven o'clock it was felt 
that she was safe. The gale that followed 
on the tail of che hurricane lasted uatil 10 
o’clock, and the seas were running moun- 
tains high until the morning of the 10ch, 
but before daybreak it was possible to open 
the cabin door and lift the hatches, and 
look about for whatever repairs might be 
necessary. 

The bridge, as stated, had been tora away 
and only a few splinters of it were left,aud 
every movable thing that had been on deck 
had disappeared ; but no serious damage 
had been done. The steamer’s staunch 
iron bows had withstood the tremendous 
eeas through which she had plunged, and 
she was still as seaworthy as though she 
had not been ina storm, She was still en- 
countering strong winds and heavy seas, 
which retarded her, and thes» continued 
until Thesday last, whon they abated ; but 
almost immediately the vessel plunged into 
an impenetrable fog. This new peril con- 
fronting him, the captain, who had already 
spent moat of his time on deck, could not 
be persuaded to go to his berth until he had 
seen the oraft safe in port. Hence he was 
found almost exhausted yesterday. 

The Alpyw brought a full cargo of coffee, 
oranges, bananas and other produots of the 
tropics, but on the long voyage the bananas 
were spoiled. She brought only one pas- 
senger, an Australian who is on his way to 
Liverpool. She is a freight steamer of 650 
tons burden.

What will the reader think of the honesty

day. Ho is aromarkable man, Born in 
Buifalo about thirty yeara ago, ho came 
west at an early ago, and becemo protty 
| well known as ‘Kid Frank ’ After lead 


ing an adventurous life m arcied # woll.to- 
do Mexicaa woman, aud by her secured 4 
a fine rancho forty miles square io old 
; Mexico, on tho San Pedrosa rivor, close to 
the lino. He became knowa far and wide 
by his skill in shooting, and was gonerally 
avoided by mov dosiroua of killing some 
ono for the sake of notoriety. His herd 
grew rapidly until about four months ago 
whon he found his brand on 3,000 hoad of 
cattle worth nearly $100,000. He detor- 
mined to sell 2,500 head, and gatvoring up 
1,500 head more, ho started to drive to 
Donyer, a distance of avearly 1,500 miles 
Fie outlit consisted of thirty two cowboys 
and Frank took command of the oxpe- 
dition, The trip was a very long and seyere 
duejbut by using great care the losses wero 
small. ‘The party started May 23, and 
made a slow march across the burning 
plaios and traokless wastos of Arizona and 
New Mexico, until Sopt. 8 found thom 
fifty miles north of Trinidad audan equal 
distance east of Uucharas. The Kelly ouc- 
fit went into camp for » day near the camp 
of George Howard, a large osttle grower, 
The latter had a herd of 3,000 cattle, and 
commanded twenty-eight cowboys. The 
two herda be2ame mixed up while travelling 
close together, and Howard made a claim 
for cattle which Kelly conifdered unjust, 
and refused it. This angered Howard,and 
words followed: “Kelly claimed Howard 
had some of h’s cattle, and offered to ex- 
change ; butthe latter, refused, and tho 
quarrel became very dangerous. The cow- 
boys on each side gathered sround and 
bogan to handle thoir weapons in a mannor 
which indicated that they meant business. 
Kelly-saw the danger, He kuew that if 
a fight “should oecur between such deadly 
marksmen there would hardly be a man left 
to tell the tale, and in addition to the loss 
of haman life the huge herds of cattle 
would be scattered, and all hands ruinod, 
Just as the cloud of War was about to burat 
he conceived a plan jto avoid bloodshed and 
broached it to Howard, who agreed to it. 
‘The plan was as follows; Each was to select 
six cowboys, the best shots io their outtits, 
and, placing them in line fifty yards distant 
on horseback, to givo ** Fire!”’ and let them 
settle the dispute, This novel mothod of 
settling a difference was hailed with delight 
by the men on each side, and yoluntoers 
were numerous. Kelly selected six men 
who had been with hima long time, aud

They groomed their horses, oilod 
fod cleaned their | revolvers, and putting 
their saddles on with osre rode out to fight. 
‘Kid Frank’s” men were armed with Win- 
chester revolvers, 38 and 44 calibre, long 
barrelled, and Howard’s six carried Colt’a 
improved. Each man knew his weapon and 
his horse, and all were fully aware of the 
fact that the men standing so grimly in 
front of them were equally well equipped. 
The opposing duellists were drawo up 
in line facing each other at 3 o’olock in 
the afternoon, The sight was one which 
few men haye looked upon, Kifty yards 
apart stood like statutes two lines of men, 
horse and rider almost one. every duellist 
grasping a huge, glittering revolver in 
each hand, with the reins in his teéth or 
hanging loosely, for these dare-devil 
riders of the South guide their horses with 
their knees, as the scarcely more savage 
Tndian does.

They were too great, and, turn- 
ing swiftly, they ran, turning in their sad- 
dies as they flew, and bravely returning 
their fire, In three brief minutes the duel 
was fought and won, and four dead men lay 
upon the ground. Frank rode up to How- 
ard and said, ‘Now you and I will settle 
with each other.” 

** No,” replied Howard, as he looked 
sadly at the dead men; ‘' I am satisfied.” 

** Very well,” said Kelly, and orders 
were giyen to exchange the cattle.

| The Perils of Steeple-Olhmbing. 


| (From the Cincinnati Daquirer.) 


| ‘Tho longer you live the more you find out,’ 
remarked Mr, Jo Weston, tho steeple climbor 
ton cou plo ot Nowapaper mon lately ; *'I had 
on acoidont recently which taught me some- 
thing. It wasaocurious ono Youu seel was 
on top of St, Panl’s spiro, in Spring at. We 
had rigged ropos to remove tho planks of the 
soaff iding. Tho way wo do that is to faston 
a block to & post or tres on the other aide of 
tho stroot, anothor to the stooplo, and splice 
the ends of the rope together to make an ond 
Joss rope of it I hadtied tho last plank to 
tho rope, and it was going down I wore a 
handkerchief tied loosely around my throat. 
Tho wind blew out an ondof it and it oanght 
on the removing rope and be around it 
I was immodiatoly osught up, first the hand. 
kerchiof and then my beard passing into the 
block. Now, if I had had/an assistant in the 
atront below he would have noticed the plank 
stop when I was caught in this way, se as 
he could not see anything wrong above he 
would have pulled op the rops, Then I should 
have been choked to death by my haniker- 
chief, and my beard and part of my face would 
haye been torn off, Persons in th» street ba- 
low would have noticed, perhaps that I was 
Very quiot,but they would not have suspected 
that | was hangin by the neck 

“That pull stretohe1 me elghteen inches. 
As s00n as I realiz d (' « trouble I reached be- 
low, and taking hold of a rope pulled back on 
it until my handkerchief came out of the 
sleeve, and I drop onto the hooks of the 
scaffold below. could barely touoh thom 
with my feet, I called to ‘ krenchy.’ who 
was on the other side of the ateeple, and when 
he came round I told him of the accident, and 
told him how it occurred Neither of us will 
wear handkerchiefs around our necks again 
when we are about such jobs; we were about 
220 feet above the street” 

‘* What is the highest you have ever climb- 
ed?” asked a bystander, 

“Three hundred fest. Daring the Centen- 
nial J was engaged to place a streamer on tho 
top of St Paul’s Uhurch, in Fourth-at. I got 
a mast up there about 15 feet long, fastened 
it to the big hand anda flagtoit, I hada 
‘truck’ on top of the pole, and I climbed up 
to that and stuok a fishing pole in the ‘truck’ 
and stood on the top of the mast. I was then 
300 feet above the pavement of Fourth street, 
By means of the fishing pole you can steady 
yourself anywhere you oa stand at all, if 
steady. Eyonif you only touch your fiager 
to a pole or somthing of that sort it will help 
you,” 

© Do you only work in Ciacinnati ?’” 

“No, lam sent for from different parts of 
the country around here, The way we have 
of ascendiog tall chimneys would interest 
you. We putupa Isider, and J go ap to 
the top, whore I fastenit by a rope passed 
around tho chimney. In tying the rope I 
leave a loop in it for the bottom of the next 
ladder, By this time my assistant has brought 
another ladder up which I passthrough the 
loop until the bottom rests firmly on the firat 
ladder. Then I walk up that ladier with the 
help of another rope passed arouad the chim- 
ney. No matter if the ladder leans away over 
from the chimney, or to either side, you must 
not touch it. AslI lift my right foot to the 
next rung I lift my right hand, working the 
ropoup. Then the left hand and foot, de- 
pending for steadiness allthe time on the 
rope. When I reach the top of the Isdder, 
I draw it close to ths wall by palling on the 
rope, and tie it there, By working the ropes 
upso thatit is highérthan the top of the 
Indder on the opposite side of the chimney 
you are enabled to throw the weight of each 
ladder on the chimney, and any weight on the 
ladder {s a strain on the chimney, not on the 
ladder below. 

‘Our mer, when they are new to the 
work, never fall. They hold on mighty tight. 
The only trouble we have with them is about 
the tools, They are apt to lay them on pro- 
jecting cornices; or other such tempting 
places, where a rope sometimes catches a bar 
and senda it down into the street. If one of 
there tools struck aman below it would go 
clean through him. Why, one man dropoed 
a heavy chisel, with a blade two inches broad 
from the Cathedrel spire one day. It struck 
two heavy joist which were lying below and 
the blade passed through twotimbers Where 
would aman have beenif he had stood be- 
low ?”

all that day and the noxt—thon only rallying 
a littlo, and for a fow moments Aftor a 
whilo the akin on ths hond began to pool off, 
and at longth the ontire upper portion of the 
cranium seemed to bo loose, Then it was 
that tho mothor brought tho ohild to Dabu- 
que, and oonsultet a ph aioian, Aftor hear- 
ing hor atory tho physician oame to the oon- 
clusion that the obild’s hoad had_ boon liter. 
ally baked by tho fire, bofore whioh it had 
slopt that eventful night, Ho also disoovor- 
ed that tho ohild’s lifo was in danger, and 
that it would bo impossible to prevent the 
upper portion of the akull from coming off

short timo ho removed a piece of skall threo 
or four inches long and over two {nches wide, 
This oporation was vory dolioatoly performed, 
and in a fow wooks « thia mombrano formod, 
which protected the brain, Tho ohild livod 
aad thrived, and is to-day a young woman, 
although sho will alwaya bo oompolled ta 
woara wig. Tho paronts fool undor lasting 
obligations to the phystoian for saving thoir 
child, and to this day show thoir approola- 
tion, Tho story sooms almost Inorediblo,

It having been reported that the 
Grit assessor, Mc. Joha Agen, had assorted 
ata mooting of the Roform Association 
that he wanted Mr, Wahite's seat oontasted 
as he (Agen) had so “fixed” the rolls so as 
to give the Grits a majority of fifty, a rigid 
enquiry was iustituted.

Lake Navigation. 


As a rule the sailing yessels which nayi- 
gate the great lakes are staunch and sea- 
worthy craft, andthe captains and mates, 
while they know little of scientilic naviga- 
tion, such as would be required on the 
ocean are, with few exceptions, competent 
men, “ Taking the sun,” determining 
latitude and longitude, and such astrono- 
mical feats have no existence, nor are they 
required in lake navigation. It is sufli- 
cient for a lake captain that he underatands 
how to handle his vessel, that he has 4 
knowledge of the harbors he is required to 
enter and leave, that he has on board reli- 
able charts from which, with parallel 
rules, he can lay out 4 course, and added to 
this knowledge, which he acquires by ob- 
servation and experience, that he has good 
judgment, firm nerve, and a fair degree of 
common sense. 

The unsatiafactory condition of affaira in 
lake navigation which now exists is not 
found in connection with sailing vessels or 
their crews, Tho trouble rests with the 
wretched old tubs called steamers and pro- 
pellers,and the unsailorlike qualities of the 
socalled captains and crews who work 
them. The evidence given at the goverm 
ment inquiry into the caus of the loss of 
the Asia brought forcibly to pubic atten- 
tion what had been apparent oy cu 10 ia.uy 
landsmsn, nanely, that tho majority of 
steamboats are utterly unfit to encounter 
heavy weather ,and that in many cases their 
Crews areas unbt to encounter circum- 
stances beyond those pertaining to caualling 
or river navigation as the boxes that float 
them. It is no uncommon sight to see a 
propeller procesding on a voyage at certain 
soasons of the yoar light, without a pound 
of freight, or with thirty or forty tons on 
deck. In this condition the craft draws 
about 2} or 3 feet forward and from 8 to 
9 aft. Again they will be seen loaded to 
within a few inches of the covering board, 
with nothing to resist the heavy seas but 
pine planks, often half rotten. While 
these are the conditions of the vessels it 
may bo, and frequontly is the faot,that the 
“* Oaptain” is a very young fellow who has 
been purser, or steward, or engineer, hired 
for a fow hundred dollars for the season. 
There is one Oanadian line that carries an 
immense number of passengers on Lake 
Ontario that almost invariably places pur- 
sers in charge of their vessels, This whole 
subject will doubtless be dealt with vigor- 
ously by the Government in the coming 
session. Weobserve with pleasure that 
the Pacifico Railway Company aro about to 
build stool steamors for the trade on Lake 

Superior in connection with the Princo 
Arthur's landing terminus ofthe road. One

Her brother, the late 
Charles Clinch, considered himself fortu- 
nate to gotabirsh in the custom house, 
whore he gradually became an oxpors, aad 
has remained longer than avy other official. 
She married Stewart.while she was keeping 
a protty retail atore, And they began’ ‘house 
keeping under very humble circumstances. 
When Stewart got up in the world one of 
the indications was found in the fact that 
he and his wifetook board at the Astor 
House, which thon was the finest hotel inthe 
city. Mrs. Stewart now occupies the grand- 
est private mansion, with but one exception 
in America, which duriny her visit to Sar- 
atoga, is in care of a family of trusty ser- 
vants. Theapartmentsfor tho latter, in- 
deed, aré more elegant than anything tho 
Stewarts had during the first ten years of 
tbeic married life. 

Mrs, Stewart has for many yeara.been oa 
member of St, Mark’s church, but she was 
kept on such hort allowance by hor hus- 
band that she cobld not assist in any of tho 
benevolent operations of the society. Her 
parsimony at last became proverbial, but it 
is now evident that it was solely due to the 
hard hearted husband. Since his death she 
has shown some liberality, though by no 
meane to that extent which might have been 
expected. Mrs. Stowart’s property is esti- 
mated at ten millions, not including the 
palace she occupies, which cost a million. 
The taxes on this building were last year 
$9,000, and this year may be a trifle leas, 
Mrs. Stewart’s pastor (Rylance) recently 
visited England, of which country he isa 
native. He could there mention the re- 
markable fact that a lady in his congregation 
was engaged in building a cathedral as a 
monument for her husband. Such things 
have seldom been done even in the old 
world. 

THE COMMODORE’S WIDOW. 

This lady is the youngest of all the rich 
widows, and has, thus far, had the best 
chance. Her life has been somewhat 
eventful. She isan old acquaintance of 
the Vanderbilts and was married early,but 
not happily. According to report, she ob- 
tainod’a divorce and then supported her- 
self teaching music, Duriog the war she 
was aided pecuniarily by the commodore. 
Atits close she came north, and, as the 
commodore soon afterward became a wid- 
ower, their marriage was a natural couse- 
quence, Mrs. Vanderbilt is under fifty. 
She has a legacy of $800,000 being at the 
rate of $100,000 a year for her married life, 
and the interest on this is eqaal to $9,000 
a week, She has long been an admirer of 
Deems, the preacher and this influence led 
the commodore to endow the Nashville 
college. Sho attends the *‘ Ohurch of the 
Strangers,” where Deems preaches, his 
tenets being much the same as those held 
by the methodists. He has the free use of 
the charch for life and therefore cannot go 
into itineracy. Another rich widow is 
Mrs. M. O. Roberts who after three years 
of married life was left with a dower in an 
estate of $6,000,000. She still occupies 
the house built by her husband in the 
Fifth avenue and has a rare gallery of pio- 
tures. Report at one time connected her 
name with that of the president but there 
is at present no indications of matrimonial 

character.

I might here give some iutervstiag names 
of circle each worth from $250,000 to 
double that sum, butit is hardly proper to 
attract fortune hunters from other places 
to this city. Every rich widow will be 
sought for so long as any hope may exist.

The plot thickens, as we thought the 
late Voters’ List Court had unearthed 
the true inwardness. of Grit tactics, s0 wo 
haye to thank ‘‘ An Elector” for informa 
tion as to another Grit trick that, if pos- 
sible, supersedes the wonderful revelations 
brought forth by the late court, Lot us re- 
peat it; fourtuon Conservatives ask to havo 
their names placed on the list, some of 
them it is found have no right to have their 
names there, ‘‘ therefore this most impar- 
tial “‘ model assessor” refuses to put any of 
them on the list. 

What a careful man is this model Assea- 
sor, who is sworn to assess the Township 
impartially ; but let us now see how care- 
fully he guards ages ust any of the Grit 
stripe of politics who have not the right to 
be on the list. Two names of prominent 
Grits in Belleville were asseased in Thurlow 
last year, one of whom is in the Lollipop 
line up town, and the other says that the 
**Lollypop” man paid the expenses of his 
deed and registration, and their two names 
are now on the list as voters. Yet this 
careful Assessor never found out that the 
property was never registered in the name 
of the party giving the deed, who does not, 
as the saying is, hold a ‘‘ scratch of a pen” 
to show that he does or ever did own the 
property. Yet the lst Deputy Reeve of 
Thurlow was perfectly aware of these fraud- 
ulent voters being on the list, if he was 
not the instigator in having their names so 
placed. Still he sat through the entire 
Voters’ ListOourt and never entered a com- 
plaint, simply because these parties were 
Grit yoters—which is an eyidence that the 
Oouncil of Thurlow acted solely for the 
political party to which they belong, and 
not for the people whom they are elected 
to represent, 

We have not time to deal with the whole

QUEEN VICTORIA'S GOLD PLATE. 


No living monarch, European” or Avstatio, 
noteven the Czar of all the Russias, oan 
boast of such a service of plate as that owned 
by Queen Victoria, to whose guest it is often 
exhibited on hugo buffets at cithor end of the 
banqueting tablo in St, Georgo’s Hall—vasra. 
plateaux, cups aud candelabra, all wrought in 
the preolous moetal, the net value of which is 
said to exceed two millio.s sterling. Con 
*picuous among the trophies are the mimio 
“lyrebird” and tige:’s head taken from Tip- 
poo Saib 89 odd years ago, and presented to 
Her Majosty’s grandfather, King George IIT. 
The lyre bird’s body and tail are composed of 
solid gold, richly studded with brillianty, rub- 
ies, emeralds and pearls. As hoe stands in all 
his jewolled pride, one of the costliest follies 
ever devised to gratify the whim of a lavish 
Oriental potentate, he represents a perpetual 
income of £1,500 a year, calculated at five per 
cent. on his intrinsic worth, The tiger's 
head onoe served Hyder Ali's masterfal eon 
23. footstool. Itis a life, size model fashion- 
ed in solid silver, richly gilt, its tusks of 
rock crystal and ite tongue of pure gold, Like 
the lyre bird, it fell into the hands of the Bri- 
tish at the storming of Seriogapatam, where 
Tippoo himself, its valorous owner, mot his 
death, and asa brilliant momorial of our In 
dian conquests, could not be better bestowed 
than ion ornamenting the benqueting hall of 
Hindostan’s first empress —New York Scot- 
tish American, 

ST. LUKE'S PORTRAIT OF THE VIRGIN MARY, 


Aocoording to the loading Polish journals, 
no such crowd of pilgrims hod ever been 
gathored together within the venerable walls 
of Czenstocheu as that assembled thors the 
week before last for the purpose of oelebrat- 
ing the tifth jubilee of the sojourn in Czom- 
stocheu Monastery of the renowned portrait 
said to have been painted by St. Luke, of the 
Virgin Mary, known to Orthodox Slaydom as 
“The Black Madonna ” 

This ploture was at one time in ths ponses- 
sion of the Byzantine Empress Helena. A 
Ruhtonian Princess named Laon first brought 
it to Poland from Constantinople, and built a 
chapel for it at!Bels, in Gallicis. Thenoe it 
was conveyed in the year 1283 to Czenstochen 
by Dake Radislay of Oppeln, the pious 
founder of that famous monastery, and by 
him dedicated to the Holy M>thor of God. 
Painted upon a panel of cypress wood in 
colora that have blackened in the course of 
ago, the portrait—a half length—is set in;a 
triple frame of solid gold plate, only showing 
the face and two hands of the Madonna. 
Each of theee apertures is thickly edged with 
p-ecious stones—one with diamonds and 
emeralds. another with rubies and pearls, and 
a third with briliiants only. The nimbus 
surrounding the Virgin's head is also of thick, 
pure gold, richly studded with jowels. 


WHY EGYPTIANS LACK PATRIOTISM. 


During my visit to Egypt—some seven or 
eight years ago—there was certainly no na- 
tional feeling among the Egyptians. Neither 
they nor their ancestors, for nearly 2,000 
years, have known native rulers. Dariog all 
these long centuries they have been the spoil 
of Roman; Arab, Turk, and Mameluke in tarn; 
from none, since the Roman time, had they 
reorived protection of life and. property, or 
any national benefits, and it was impossible 
that patriotism should exist among thom, for 
there is no patriotism save in a country worth 
loving. The conduct of the Egyptian troops 
in the lste Ruasisn warisa proof of this. 
The fow battalions I saw in Egypt wore fine 
looking troops—well armod, instructed and 
eqnipped—with inteliigent faces and exoollent 

hysique, and yet they proved uttorly worth: 
an as it sooms to mo, beoause thoy wore 
destitute of the pride that is inspired by pat- 
riotiam, For them their flag had no meaning, 
its honor was no concern of theirs, Their 
conduct in Abyasioia and the Soudan was 
similer, and no doubt from the same cause. 
How oan valor and patriotism bo oxpeo 
from men whoso only knowledge of thoir gov- 
eromont is that derived from the tax gathoror, 
the bastinado and forced labor? The achiove- 
ments of that groat soldier Ibrahim Paoa are 
not in contradiction with this conolusion, bo- 
cause fow of his troops were Fallahoon. His 
conquering armies woro mainly composed of 
Arabs, “yrians, Nubians, Arnsute— io faot, of 
fighting mon frm all the ae arte of 
the Est, who wore reduced to disdipline by 
his atorn will, and guided to victory by hls 
groat military gonius.—Gen, Gro B. MoLet-

| to hisown account, through some © areless 
ness op someboy’s part, broke loose tho 
night befors the oponing,and was not hoard 
of for Wooks, whon it was discovered flap 
ping and floundering about in a wild man 
ner on the ‘ateep brow of the mighty 
Helvellyn’ by some unsophisticated nativos 
of the ‘North Gountray,’ who supposed it 
to be alive, and from whom it « xperionced 
some rough treatment in tho capture. It 
was brought back to Paris in a ruinous 
condition, but after a renoyation from the 
master hand of Joe, being of an orratic dis- 
position and impatient of any trammels, it 
again broke bounds, and flew off, body and 
bones—absit, erupic, evasit—and nobody 
baa been able to disodyer its’ hic jacet. 
Poor Joe! I endoayored to console him 
with the little joke, ‘ Sicitur ad astra,’ but 
he refiséd, like Rachel, to be comforted, 
because his machine was not. ‘It’s juat 
my in fernal lack !' said he 

But let mo attempt to” give my readprs 
some {dea of this wonderful automatic 
horse, and in as fow words as possible, for 
a detailed description is out of the ques- 
tion. 

Tho machine resembles a horse in covery 
detail, being o perfect skeleton, composed 
of aluminium, covered with a horee-hido. 
This is most ingeniously contrived, and 
will bear the closest inspection, Aluminium 
(thus. named»bymy~ triend on account of 
the metal of which it is chiefly composed) 
weighs only eight pounds, Tho motive 
power is highly compressed sic contined in 
four brass’ cylinders of equal dimensions 
concealed within the carcass, connected 
with each other and by a complicated ma- 
chinery.with tho,-four articulated logs of 
the maching. Aluaiivium is set in motion 
by préssing gently forward in the saddle, 
a trot, canter or gallop being obtained by 
working the reins as with a living animal. 
Turning is.contrived by causing the limbs 
of thé machine to move more or less rapid- 
ly on one side or onthe other. This is 
done by the rider’s knoes, and drawing in 
the properrein at thoaametimo, Joe says 
that ong Of thé advantages which Alunii- 
nium possesses over his brethren in the 
flosh is that, like a railway locomotive, his 
motion is reyersible,and he can go the pace 
backward as well as forward. This his 
inventor considers.one’ of his strongest 
points. Should the rider desire or should 
occasion require that the metallio ateed be 
ridden backward, it can be very easily 
managed, thus: The saddle is reversible, 
and the rider guides the horse by the tail, 
which is cunningly divided into two braids, 
as whilom English ladies did their back 
hair. As regards the * locks’ of this stood, 
the only fault I céuld tind in his-pointas 
was the neck, which appeared dndeoldearily 
straight and clumsy. I ventured to hint 
this little detail to my friend, who only 
answered by a wink accompanied with the 
words, ‘Looks are not eyerything my 
boy; ” 

The very night of my visit wa tried the 
machine in the Champ de Mars. The move- 
ments of Aluminium were yery natural, 
and ‘far lead’ jorky than one might have 
boen led to suppose. Speaking of running 
time, his marks. compared» very favorably 
with the contemporary species he was 
destined to personify ou the turf. It was 
evident that in long distances he was bound 
to be the master. 

I felt now that the only thing left for me 
to do was to come to gn understanding 
with Joe, who seemed to desire nothing 
better than the proposal T made, 

The Grand Prix de Paris, that was to 
come off at the Boisde Bonlonge iu throe 
days, was discussed, and it was ayrovd that 
Tebould be backer, while Jow was to play 
the part of trainer: 

‘Well,’ said Joo, in his now role, ‘sup- 
pose you take him. over the three thousand 
metres while I watch his pace.’ 

I mounted accordingly, and commenced 
a lively gallop round the field. I got over 
the ground in good time, but, as ill luck 
would have it, something went wrong with 
the apparatus for stopping the beast, and 
to my surprise and terror he went round 
and round at the rate of au express train 
for nearly an hour and & half, until all the 
air in the cylinders was exhausted. Ugh ! 
the brute. I felt like Mazeppa, with this 
exception, that he was tied on, aad had no 
fear of falling and breaking his neck,which 
at times seemed no remote contingency 
with me,
